Upon  the  election  of  Mr.  Nelson  as  a  new  member 
of  the  Board  in  place  of  Mr.  Hollis,  who  retired  volun¬ 
tarily,  the  Board  was  organized  on  the  basis  indicated 
above. 

Public  meetings  continued  as  in  recent  years  on  the 
first,  second  and  lourth  Mondays  of  each  month  except 
during  July  and  August. 

Many  matters  of  interest  to  particular  groups  and 
neighborhoods  were  heard  and  disposed  of  at  these  meet¬ 
ings;  they  were  too  numerous  to  detail  in  such  a  report 
as  this.  Many  such  problems  normally  require  the  inter¬ 
vention  of  the  Selectmen  merely  to  route  them  to  the 
proper  operating  departments  with  suggestions  as  to 
possible  manner  of  relief  from  the  complaint. 

One  of  the  important  functions  relates  to  the  licens¬ 
ing  of  Alcoholic  Beverages.  With  reference  to  this  sub¬ 
ject  the  Selectmen  have  heard  and  acted  on  three  com¬ 
plaints  for  violations.  Firm  action  on  these  complaints 
appears  to  have  the  desired  effect  of  warning  the  trade 
so  that  the  number  of  such  complaints  and  consequent 
damage  to  public  interest  thereby  is  held  at  the  minimum. 
There  have  been  in  the  Licensing  Department  various 
problems  as  to  possible  relocations  for  Licensees  who  have 
oeen  forced  to  vacate  by  the  highway  expansion  program, 
particularly  on  Railroad  and  Pearl  Streets.  As  these 
individual  problems  have  come  before  the  Selectmen, 
they  have  endeavored  to  consider  fairly  the  interests  of 
the  LICENSEE  if  the  proposed  new  location  is  acceptable 
but  have  refused  relocated  licenses  in  instances  where 
the  proposed  new  location  would  have  been  detrimental 
to  the  public  interest. 

Among  the  Selectmen’s  powers  is  included  that  of 
selling  at  auction  land  acquired  through  Tax  Title  fore¬ 
closure.  During  the  past  year  there  has  been  consider¬ 
able  activity  in  this  branch.  No  such  sales  are  made 
until  we  are  assured  that  the  Town  will  receive,  at  least, 
a  minimum  price  which  is  deemed  adequate  for  the  prop- 
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erty.  There  have  been  some  instances  in  which  active 
auctions  have  taken  place,  under  the  Selectmen’s  super¬ 
vision,  resulting  in  sales  at  somewhat  higher  prices. 

Perhaps,  however,  the  most  important  work  of  the 
Selectmen  during  the  past  year  has  been  in  the  broader 
field  of  promotional  effort  toward  Industrial  and  Com¬ 
mercial  development  in  the  Town.  Much  time  was  spent 
during  the  early  part  of  the  year  in  efforts,  culminating 
in  success,  to  bring  the  Walworth  project  into  its  final 
phases.  During  the  latter  part  of  the  year  we  have  been 
in  constant  touch  with  the  developers  of  the  proposed 
“SHOPPING  CENTER”  at  the  intersection  of  Granite 
Street  and  the  new  Route  128.  This  project  has  now 
arrived  at  the  stage  where  concrete  proposals  as  to  the 
Town’s  participation  will  be  made  under  appropriate 
articles  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

The  Board  will  continue  to  give  its  attention  to  our 
municipal  problems,  great  and  small,  that  come  to  our 
attention.  We  invite  any  members  of  the  public  to  call 
these  matters  to  our  attention  less  they  be  overlooked.

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Braintree: 

In  conformity  with  Section  I,  Article  V  of  the  By-Laws,  I  submit 
herewith,  a  report  of  the  operations  of  the  Town  Clerk’s  Office  during1 
the  calendar  year  1957. 

As  required  by  law,  records  have  been  maintained  on  all  births, 
marriages  and  deaths  of  residents,  and  in  the  case  of  non-residents  when 
the  birth,  marriage,  or  death  occurred  in  Braintree. 

In  the  past  the  method  of  recording  these  vital  statistics  was  through 
the  use  of  longhand.  This  required  many  hours  of  tedious  work,  and 
with  the  constant  increase  of  population  and  demands  on  this  office  it 
became  impossible  to  keep  the  records  to  date.  Therefore  a  complete 
change  in  recording  procedure  was  necessary.  With  the  approval  of  the 
Secretary  of  State,  the  1957  Vital  Statistics  have  been  recorded  with 
the  use  of  the  typewriter,  with  satisfactory  results. 

All  official  (business  has  been  processed  in  accordance  with  our 
BynLaws  and  the  General  Laws.  The  town  meeting  records  have  been 
maintained  and  a  copy  enclosed  in  this  report.  My  duties  have  been, 
performed  in  conformity  with  the  General  Laws,  pertaining  to  the 
election  process.  Licenses  have  been  issued  when  requested  and  records 
kept  of  same. 

It  has  been  requested  that  the  Selectmen  insert  an  article  in  the 
warrant  for  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  to  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to 
erect  a  vault  for  the  use  of  the  Town  Clerk.  Under  the  present  condi¬ 
tions  it  is  impossible,  as  custodian  of  the  town’s  records,  to^keep  them 
in  the  manner  prescribed  by  statute.  It  is  firmly  believed  that  the  at¬ 
tention  of  the  townspeople  should  be  called  to  the  existing  conditions, 
insofar  as  storage  of  the  permanent  records  is  concerned. 

It  would  not  be  fitting  to  end  this  report  without  expressing  thanks 
to  my  loyal  staff,  our  town  officials,  and  the  townspeople  for  the  spirit 
of  co-operation  I  have  received  throughout  the  year.

Sir: 

As  directed  by  you,  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the  books 
and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Braintree  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1956,  and  report  thereon  as  follows: 

The  financial  transactions  as  recorded  on  the  books 
of  the  several  departments  receiving  or  disbursing  money 
for  the  town  or  committing  bills  for  collection  were  exam¬ 
ined  and  reconciled  with  the  records  of  the  town  account¬ 
ant  and  the  town  treasurer. 

Tne  town  accountant’s  ledger  was  analyzed,  the  re¬ 
ceipts  being  checked  with  the  treasurer’s  books  and  the 
payments  being  compared  with  warrants  authorizing  them 
and  with  the  treasurer’s  records  of  payments.  The  ap¬ 
propriation  accounts  were  checked  with  the  town  clerk’s 
records  of  town  meeting  proceedings,  and  the  recorded 
transfers  from  the  reserve  fund  were  verified  by  compari¬ 
son  with  authorizations  on  file. 

The  necessary  adjusting  entries  resulting  from  the 
audit  were  made,  and  a  balance  sheet,  which  is  appended 
to  this  report,  was  prepared  showing  the  financial  condi¬ 
tion  of  the  town  on  December  31,  1956. 

The  books  and  accounts  >of  the  town  treasurer  were 
examined  and  checked.  The  receipts,  as  recorded,  were 
analyzed  and  checked  with  the  records  of  the  several  de¬ 
partments  collecting  money  for  the  town  and  with  other 
sources  from  which  money  was  paid  into  the  treasury,  while 
the  payments  were  compared  with  the  selectmen’s  warrants 
authorizing  the  treasurer  to  disburse  town  funds.  The 
cash  bonk  additions  were  verified,  and  the  cash  balance 
on  February  14,  1957  was  proved  by  actual  count  of  the 
cash  in  the  office,  by  reconciliation  of  the  bank  balances 
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with  statements  furnished  by  the  banks  of  deposit,  by  ex¬ 
amination  of  the  savings  bank  books,  and  by  verification  of 
the  amount  invested  in  U.S.  Treasury  Bills. 

The  payments  made  on  account  of  maturing  debt  and 
interest  were  proved  with  the  amounts  falling  due  and 
were  checked  with  the  cancelled  securities  and  coupons 
on  file.  The  outstanding  coupons  on  February  14,  1957 
were  listed  and  reconciled  with  a  statement  furnished  by 
the  bank  of  deposit. 

The  savings  bank  books  and  securities  representing 
the  investments  of  the  trust,  investment,  and  retirement 
funds  in  the  custody  of  the  town  treasurer  and  the  trustees 
were  examined  and  listed.  The  income  was  proved,  and 
all  transactions  and  balances  were  verified  and  compared 
with  the  treasurer’s  and  the  town  accountant’s  books,  and, 
in  the  case  of  the  retirement  funds,  with  the  books  of  the 
contributory  retirement  board. 

The  cash  balance  in  the  ret:rement  funds  on  February 
14,  1957  was  verified  by  reconciliation  of  the  bank  balance 
with  a  statement  furnished  by  the  bank  of  deposit  and  by 
listing  of  the  checks  in  the  office. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  held  by 
the  town  were  examined  and  checked.  The  taxes  and  as¬ 
sessments  transferred  to  the  tax  title  accounts  were  com¬ 
pared  with  the  collector’s  records,  the  recorded  redemp¬ 
tions  of  tax  titles  and  sales  of  tax  possessions  were  checked 
with  the  treasurer’s  receipts,  the  foreclosures  were  verified, 
and  the  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  on  hand  were  listed, 
reconciled  with  the  respective  ledger  accounts,  and  further 
verified  by  comparison  with  the  records  at  the  Registry  of 
Deeds. 

The  records  of  employees’  payroll  deductions  for  Fed¬ 
eral  taxes,  purchase  of  savings  bond^,  and  union  dues  were 
examined  and  checked.  The  deductions  were  footed,  the 
records  of  savings  bond  purchases  for  employees  were 
examined,  the  payments  to  the  Director  of  Internal  Revenue 
and  to  the  union  treasurer  were  verified,  and  the  balances' 
on  February  14,  1957  were  proved  with  the  cash  in  the 
general  treasury. 

The  records  of  receipts  from  parking  meter  fees  were 
examined,  listed,  and  checked  with  the  treasurer’s  re¬ 
corded  receipts. 
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The  books  and  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  were  ex¬ 
amined  and  checked  in  detail.  The  taxes,  excise,  and 
assessments  outstanding  at  the  time  of  the  previous  exami¬ 
nation,  as  well  as  all  subsequent  commitments,  were  audited 
and  proved  with  the  warrants  issued  for  their  collection. 
The  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  verified,  the  recorded 
abatements  were  checked  with  the  assessors  records  of 
abatements  granted,  the  taxes  and  assessments  transferred 
to  the  tax  title  account  were  proved,  and  the  outstanding 
accounts  were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the  respective 
controlling  accounts  in  the  general  ledger. 

The  tax  collector's  cash  balance  on  February  14,  1957 
was  proved  by  reconciliation  of  the  bank  balance  with  a 
statement  furnished  by  the  bank  of  deposit  and  by  actual 
count  of  the  cash  in  the  office. 

The  records  of  apportioned  sewer,  sewer  house  con¬ 
nection,  street,  and  sidewalk  assessments  were  examined 
and  checked.  The  apportionments  made  by  the  assessors 
were  proved,  the  payments  in  advance  were  checked  with 
the  treasurer’s  recorded  receipts,  the  amounts  added  to 
taxes  1956  were  verified,  and  the  apportioned  assessments 
not  due  were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the  deferred  rev¬ 
enue  accounts  in  the  town  accountant’s  ledger. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  electric  light  depart¬ 
ment  were  examined  and  checked.  The  recorded  collec¬ 
tions  were  compared  with  the  payments  to  the  treasurer, 
the  abatements  were  verified,  and  the  outstanding  accounts 
were  listed,  reconciled  with  the  departmental  controls,  and 
checked  with  the  town  accountant’s  ledger. 

The  records  of  consumers’  deposits  for  electric  service 
were  checked.  The  refunds  of  deposits  and  interest  were 
verified,  and  the  deposits  on  hand  on  February  14,  1957 
were  listed  and  proved  with  the  cash  in  the  office  and  on 
deposit  in  the  savings  bank. 

The  book  and  accounts  of  the  water  department  were 
examined  and  checked.  The  charges  were  proved,  the 
recorded  collections  were  compared  with  the  payment^ 
to  the  treasurer,  the  liens  added  to  taxes  1956  were  verified, 
and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  reconciled 
with  the  controlling  account  in  the  town  accountant’s 
ledger. 

The  records  of  departmental  accounts  receivable 
were  examined  and  checked.  The  charges  were  proved, 
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the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  verified,  and  the  out¬ 
standing  accounts  were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the 
respective  ledger  accounts. 

The  outstanding  tax,  excise,  departmental,  electric 
light,  and  water  accounts  were  verified  by  mailing  no¬ 
tices  to  a  number  of  persons  whose  names  appeared  on  the 
books  as  owing  money  to  the  town,  the  replies  received 
thereto  indicating  that  the  accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 

The  outstanding  tax,  departmental,  electric  light,  and 
water  accounts  were  verified  by  mailing  notices  to  a  num¬ 
ber  of  persons  whose  names  appeared  on  the  books  as  owing 
money  to  the  town,  the  replies  received  thereto  indicating 
that  the  accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 

The  town  clerk’s  records  of  dog  and  sporting  licenses 
issued  were  examined  and  checked.  The  payments  to 
the  town  treasurer  were  checked  with  the  treasurer’s  re¬ 
corded  receipts,  the  payments  to  the  Division  of  Fisheries 
and  Game  were  compared  with  the  receipts  on  file,  and 
the  cash  on  hand  on  February  14,  1957  was  verified. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  town  officials  required  to 
file  them  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties  were 
examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

The  records  in  the  school  department  pertaining  to 
receipts  from  the  lunch  and  athletic  programs,  as  well  as 
to  receipts  from  miscellaneous  sources,  were  examined  and 
checked.  The  cash  books  were  analyzed,  the  payments 
to  the  treasurer  were  compared  with  the  treasurer’s  re¬ 
corded  receipts,  and  the  cash  /on  hand  was  verified. 

The  records  of  receipts  of  the  selectmen  and  of  the 
sealer  of  weights  and  measures,  as  well  as  of  the  police, 
building,  health,  and  libary  departments,  and  of  all  other 
departments  collecting  money  for  the  town,  were  examined 
and  checked,  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  being  verified. 

Appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the  balance 
sheet,  are  tables  showing  reconciliations  of  the  several  cash 
accounts,  summaries  of  the  tax,  excise,  assessment,  tax 
title,  departmental,  electric  light,  and  water  accounts,  as 
well  as  schedules  showing  the  condition  and  transactions 
of  the  trust,  investment,  and  retirement  funds. 
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During1  the  progress  of  the  audit  cooperation  was  ex¬ 
tended  by  the  town  officials,  for  which,  on  behalf  of  my 
assistants  and  for  myself,  I  wish  to  express  appreciation.

Annual  Town  Meeting 


MONDAY,  MARCH  18,  1957 


Pursuant  to  a  Warrant  duly  issued,  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of 
the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Braintree,  represented  by  their  duly 
elected  and  qualified  Town  Meeting  Members,  was  held  in  the  Braintree 
Town  Hall  on  Monday,  March  18,  1957. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  7:50  o’clock  in  the  evening  by 
the  Moderator,  Mr.  E.  Curtiss  Mower. 

Prayer  for  Divine  Guidance  was  offered  by  Rev.  John  Prescott 
Robertson,  Pastor  of  the  First  Congregational  Church  of  Braintree. 

The  Moderator  stated  that  due  to  the  resignation  of  two  Town 
Meeting  Members  in  Precinct  5  a  meeting  was  held  of  the  Town  Meet¬ 
ing  Members  from  Precinct  5  in  accordance  with  the  Town  By-Daws 
and  successors  elected  subject  to  the  action  of  this  meeting. 

UNANIMOUSLY  VOTED:  That  this  meeting  does  adjudge  that 
William  B.  Webber  and  Lewis  Bradford  Morton,  Jr.  have  been  duly 
elected  and  are  qualified  to  act  as  members  of  this  meeting  until  the 
next  Town  election. 

Newly  elected  Town  Meeting  Members  were  sworn  in  by  the  Town 


Clerk.

ARTICLE  1.  To  choose  all  Town  Officers  except  those  elected  by 
ballot. 

UNANIMOUSLY  VOTED:  The  election  of  John  C.  Pafford, 
Shelley  A.  Neal  and  Daniel  A.  Maloney  as  Measurers  of  Lumber. 

UNANIMOUSLY  VOlTED :  The  election  of  Matthew  McCusker, 
George  A.  Williams  and  Dominic  F.  Diauto  as  Measurers  of  Wood  and 
Weighers  of  Hay. 

ARTICLE  2.  Reports  of  Boards  and  Committees  and  choosing  of 
Committees. 

UNANIMOUSLY  VOTED:  That  Article  2  be  taken  up  in  con¬ 
junction  with  all  other  Articles. 
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Mr.  Foster  submitted  the  following  report  under  Article  2: 

Supplement  to  Report  of  the  1957  Finance  Committee 

Recommendations  of  the  Finance  Committee  have  been  in  the  hands 
of  all  Town  Meeting  Members  for  several  days.  It  is  assumed  that  all 
have  studied  the  report,  since  Town  Meeting  Members  sought  the 
privilege  of  representing  their  neighbors  and  hence  willingly  accepted 
the  responsibility  of  voting  on  town  appropriations. 

A  quick  look  at  the  inside  cover  of  our  printed  report  shows  that 
the  recommendations  under  Article  8  for  1957  exceed  the  1956  recom¬ 
mendations  by  about  $500,000.  This  figure  ds  about  $100,000  less  than 
the  amount  requested  and  represents  a  figure  which  the  Committee 
honestly  feels  is  required  to  continue  the  Town’s  operations  at  a  reason¬ 
able  level  and  to  provide  essential  services. 

About  half  of  the  increase  of  $500,000  appears  in  the  School  De¬ 
partment  budget,  where  the  full  impact  of  our  growing  population  is 
most  quickly  noted  and  which  is  further  aggravated  by  the  highly  com¬ 
petitive  situation  in  the  market  for  qualified  teachers,  which  market  i? 
unfortunately  insufficient  to  meet  the  increasing  demands.  The  other 
budget  increases  of  considerable  magnitude  are  found  in  the  Police 
Department,  Board  of  Health,  Sewer  Department,  Highway  Depart¬ 
ment,  and  Debt  and  Interest  Account. 

We  have  less  available  free  cash  in  the  treasury  this  year  due  in 
part  to  appropriations  made  at  the  Special  Town  Meeting  in  December, 
1956.  Although  our  assessed  valuation  continues  to  increase,  the  rate 
of  increase  has  slowed  up  to  some  degree.  It  does  appear,  however,  that 
estimated  receipts  in  1957  will  be  greater  than  receipts  for  1956. 

We  are  recommending  no  borrowing  this  year  except  under  Article 
36  as  presented  by  the  Water  Department,  and  this  short  term  borrow¬ 
ing  is  recommended  at  the  request  of  the  Department.  The  Town  is 
perilously  near  its  debt  limit  at  the  present  time,  and  we  obtain  no 
relief  until  the  end  of  1958.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  under  our  present 
situation,  we  are  well  mortgaged  into  the  1970’s.  Our  printed  report 
makes  this  self-evident.  It  sounds  fine  when  a  borrowing  is  proposed; 
which  will  add  only  25  to  50  cents  to  the  tax  rate,  but  you  can  easily 
observe  how  Braintree  has  built  $10.00  into  its  tax  rate  over  a  period' 
of  a  few  years.  Interest  rates  are  up  this  year,  and  we  feel  it  is  much 
better  to  pay  our  own  way  and  not  expect  our  children  to  help  out  on  the 
1957  expenses. 

As  to  the  warrant  articles,  we  are  recommending  favorable  action 
on  a  number  of  them  because  we  feel  such  action  is  completely  justified 
even  though  it  will  cost  us  money.  Article  14,  covering  Group  Insur¬ 
ance,  requires  an  appropriation  since  the  Town  voted  to  accept  the 
provisions  of  Chapter  32B  of  the  General  Laws  at  the  1956  election. 

We  have  received  the  wholehearted  co-operation  of  the  Board  of 
Assessors  and  have  obtained  able  assistance  from  the  Massachusetts 
Division  of  Accounts,  allowing  us  to  make  an  estimate  of  the  1957  tax 
rate.  That  we  present  only  an  estimate  must  be  emphasized  because 
only  the  Assessors  can  set  the  tax  rate.  If  the  recommendations  of  the 
Finance  Committee  prevail,  it  is  estimated  that  the  tax  rate  will  rise 
to  $62.50,  an  increase  of  $3.50  over  1956.  Any  expenditure  in  excess  of 
the  recommendations  will  further  increase  the  rate. 
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There  is  a  further  recommendation  which  we  wish  to  make.  Brain¬ 
tree  is  usually  one  of  the  last  towns  in  the  state  to  complete  its  Town 
Meeting.  Four  months  elapse  before  the  town  departments  know  what 
total  program  they  can  undertake  each  year.  This  means,  further,  that 
equipment  orders  are  late  in  being  placed.  We  probably  do  not  get  the 
best  prices  in  many  of  our  procurements.  A  tax  rate  cannot  be  deter¬ 
mined  until  the  meeting  is  concluded.  It  is  strongly  recommended  that 
steps  be  taken  to  expedite  our  action  and  as  one  step  to  this  end  we  sub¬ 
mit  the  following  resolution. 

UNANIMOUSLY  VOTED:  It  is  resolved  that  when  this  Town 
Meeting  is  adjourned,  adjournment  shall  be  to  Wednesday,  March  20, 
1957  at  7:45  in  the  evening.

Upon  motion  duly  made,  it  was

ARTICLE  5.  General  wage  increases  to  employees  within  Salary 
Administration  Plan. 

ARTICLE  6.  Amending  of  Schedules  A  and  B  of  Salary  Adminis¬ 
tration  Plan. 

MOVED 

That  Articles  5  and  6  and  motions  pending  thereto  be  referred  back 
to  the  Personnel  Board  for  consideration  and  report  on  Wednesday  this 
week  if  possible,  if  not,  by  Monday  next  week. 

UNANIMOUSLY  VOTED. 

MOVED  the  following  resolution  under  Article  2: 

That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  meeting  that  the  Salary  Advisory  Board 
be  dissolved  and  that  the  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee  be  directed 
to  insert  an  Article  in  the  next  Annual  Town  Meeting  for  this  purpose. 
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Vote  was  taken  and  the  Moderator  declared  the  resolution  LOST. 

Mr.  Riley  presented  the  following  report  under  Article  2. 

This  Committee  was  appointed  by  a  vote  of  the  1956  Town  Meeting 
for  the  following  purposes:  Be  a  Committee  to  study  blie  ^A.dmiriistra.- 
tion,  purpose  and  recommendations  of  the  Personnel  Board  to  the  end 
that  the  Town  Meeting  Members  and  citizens  may  have  a  full  under¬ 
standing  of  the  function  and  purposes  of  the  said  Personnel  Board  anc» 
report  their  findings  and  recommendations  to  the  next  Annual  or  Special 
Town  Meeting. 


Following  this  mandate  of  the  Town  Meeting,  the  members  of  this 
Committee  immediately  organized  and  commenced  to  interview  the  heads 
of  the  departments  of  the  Town  of  Braintree.  Meetings  were  also  held 
with  your  Committee  and  the  Personnel  Board.  It  is  the  considered 
opinion  of  your  Committee  that  the  Personnel  Board  has  been  acting 
within  the  by-laws  as  they  have  been  adopted  for  the  administration  of 
their  duties. 


However,  we  do  feel  that  there  are  many  inequities  existing  which 
have  caused  dissensions  and  a  definite  lowering  of  morale  of  the  em¬ 
ployees  of  the  various  departments.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the  dissatis¬ 
faction  and  low  morale  among  those  affected  has  been  detrimental  to 
the  welfare  of  the  Town  of  Braintree. 

It  seems  to  your  Committee  that  these  conditions  are  brought  about 
by  the  Administration  of  the  Classification  and  salary  plans  by  the 
Personnel  Board.  We  recommend  that  Section  2,  subdivision  E  of  the 
Salary  Administration  Plan  be  amended  to  allow  the  department  heads 
rather  than  the  Personnel  Board  to  establish  the  Classification  of  the 
employees.  We  further  recommend  that  Part  1,  Section  8  of  the  Salary 
Administration  Plan  be  amended  so  that  the  Classification  and  the 
Salary  Plan  may  be  amended  by  a  vote  of  the  Town  at  a  regular  or 
Special  Town  Meeting  without  prior  reference  to  the  Personnel  Board. 


For  the  best  interest  of  the  Administration  of  the  Personnel  Board 
your  Committee  feels  that  no  town  employee  should  be  a  member  thereof.

REPORT  OF  CENTRAL  PURCHASNG COMMITTEE 


By  way  of  an  approved  resolution  under  Article  2  of  the  Adjourned 
Annual  and  Special  Town  Meeting  of  April  4,  1955,  a  committee  was 
formed  to  study  the  advisability  of  a  central  purchasing  agency  or  other 
appropriate  methods  of  coordination  of  all  eligible  town  departments. 

The  committee  was  composed  of  members  representing  the  Per¬ 
sonnel  Board,  Finance  Committee,  Board  of  Selectmen,  School  Committee 
and  three  members  from  the  town’s  voting  list. 
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The  committee  made  an  interim  report  at  the  1956  Annual  Town 
Meeting  and  was  granted  an  extension  of  time  for  further  study. 

Committee  activities  consisted  of: 

a.  General  review  of  the  town  ledgers  in  an  effort  to  determine 
the  approximate  volume  of  purchases  in  the  town. 

b.  Study  of  unit  prices  for  various  purchases. 

c.  Discussion  of  municipal  purchasing  with  the  Massachusetts 
Taxpayers’  Association  and  with  an  individual  privately  engaged  in 
this  type  of  work. 

d.  Discussion  with  those  town  departments  that  did  the  largest 
amount  of  purchasing. 

Many  interesting  suggestions  were  made  to  the  committee,  most  of 
which  could  be  incorporated  in  the  operation  of  the  town  without  special 
legal  actions.  The  three  most  interesting  proposals  were: 

1.  A  combination  position  of  town  accounting-purchasing  agent. 

2.  A  central  accounting  system. 

3.  A  public  works  department. 

The  first  proposal,  which  seemed  to  be  a  success  where  it  was  be¬ 
ing  used,  is  something  this  committee  believes  the  town  should  keep  in 
mind. 

It  can  be  readily  understood  that  this  committee  could  not  investi¬ 
gate  all  the  ideas  proposed  and  therefore  confined  its  activities  to  a 
broad  outlook  on  the  general  conditions  as  exist. 

Generally  speaking  it  was  found  that  all  departments  were  func¬ 
tioning  to  the  best  of  their  individual  abilities.  But,  it  should  be  kept 
in  mind  that  there  is  always  room  for  improvement. 

If  a  change  in  our  present  form  of  government  takes  place,  then 
without  much  doubt  several  of  the  various  means  of  improvement  will 
come  into  being.  These  will  tend  to  better  centralize  and  coordinate 
the  whole  town. 

As  a  committee,  we  have  been  exposed  to  the  variations  that  exist, 
and  we  are  firmly  of  the  opinion  that  further  economies  can  be  made 
in  the  present  purchasing  procedures.  Through  the  sincere  efforts  of  all 
town  departments  in  limiting  their  budgets  and  extending  every  effort 
toward  lower  prices  with  the  assistance  and  scrutiny  of  sub-committees, 
it  is  believed  further  economies  can  be  made. 

Braintree  has  a  total  annual  volume  of  purchases  that  exceeds 
$1,000,000.  Our  study  revealed  that  less  than  one  third  of  this  amount 
could  be  significantly  improved.  The  improvement  might  be  as  high 
as  a  1%  savings.  This  would  represent  only  about  $3400  per  year.  The 
cost  of  establishing  an  independent  central  purchasing  agency  would  be 
much  greater  than  this  estimated  savings.  To  properly  operate  a  pur¬ 
chasing  agency  alone  would  cost  about  $8000  to  $10,000  per  year  and 
the  first  year  or  two  would  unquestionably  operate  at  a  loss.  However, 
to  combine  the  purchasing  and  accounting  would  undoubtedly  result  in 
a  breaking  even  of  costs. 
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While  we  found  some  checking  between  departments  existed,  we 
believe  every  department  should  become  more  aware  of  what  other  de¬ 
partments  are  doing.  We  believe  that  advantages  in  purchasing  prices, 
for  example,  are  not  always  being  realized  by  each  department,  by  fail¬ 
ure  to  realize  that  some  other  department,  with  larger  purchases  of  an 
item  is  obtaining  a  better  price.  This  is  a  saving  that  could  be  gained 
without  resorting  to  a  formal  centralized  purchasing  system. 

The  more  extensive  use  of  purchasing  committees  is  highly  recom¬ 
mended  for  the  purpose  of  studying  individual  purchases  that  involve 
significant  sums  of  money. 

We  do  not  recommend  the  forming  of  any  new  agencies  at  this  time 
but  wish  to  caution  the  town  to  be  on  the  alert  for  any  changes  that 
might  occur  that  could  disrupt  the  good  organization  that  now  exists.

The  Adjourned  Annual  Town  Meeting  was  called  to  order  at  7:54 
in  the  evening  of  Wednesday,  March  20,  1957,  by  the  Moderator,  Mr.  E.

We  now  continue  with  consideration  of  the  Articles  in  the  War¬ 
rant; 

Mr.  Frazier  presented  the  following  report  under  Article  2. 

This  report  is  submitted  by  the  committee  appointed  by  you  at  the 
1956  Town  Meeting  to  “Recommend  a  Schedule  of  Fees  for  Wiring  In¬ 
spections  and  a  Method  of  Compensation  for  the  Inspector  of  Wiring.” 

The  committee  attacked  this  problem  by  obtaining  information  from 
several  towns  of  comparable  size.  An  analysis  of  this  information  in¬ 
dicated  that  the  “Wiring  Permit  Fees”  of  the  Town  of  Braintree  were 
comparable  with  other  Towns,  with  the  exception  of  the  fee  charged  for 
new  homes.  Previously,  this  fee  in  Braintree  was  $3.00.  Your  com¬ 
mittee  recommended  to  the  Selectmen  that  the  fee  be  changd  to  $5.00 
for  one  family  dwellings,  and  for  Multiple  family  dwellings  $5.00  for 
the  first  unit  plus  $3.00  for  each  additional  unit.  The  Selectmen  ap- 
poved  and  adopted  this  change  in  rate  in  January  of  this  year.  This 
rate,  if  applied  to  the  permits  issued  during  the  year  1956,  would  have 
increased  the  revenue  to  the  town  from  “Fees  Collected”  from  $1833.75 
to  $2067.75. 

One  particular  observation  made  by  this  committee  is  the  all  im¬ 
portant  factor  of  Public  Safety  which  must  be  recognized  as  an  inherent 
part  of  the  Wiring  Inspector’s  job.  There  have  been  no  fires  caused  by 
faulty  wiring  in  new  construction  work  in  the  Town  of  Braintree,  which 
can  only  be  attributed  to  the  vigilance  and  efficiency  of  our  present 
Wiring  Inspector  and  his  predecessor.  Such  work  is  worthy  of  a  reas¬ 
onable  rate  of  compensation. 

The  committee  has  met  several  times  during  the  year  with  nearly 
complete  attendance  at  each  meeting,  and  after  much  discussion  it  is 
the  unanimous  opinion  of  this  committee  that  the  Wiring  Inspector’s 
salary  be  increased  from  $1800.00  to  $2250.00  per  year.

164  General  Laws  and  that  if  said  income  shall  exceed  the  expense  for 
th  fiscal  year,  such  amount  of  excess  as  is  deemed  necessary  by  the 
Municipal  Light  Board  shall  be  transferred  to  the  construction  fund 
of  said  plant  and  appropriated  and  shall  be  used  for  such  additions  to 
the  plant  as  may  thereafter  be  authorized  by  the  Municipal  Light  Board, 
and  any  remaining  amount  paid  into  the  surplus  of  the  Town  Treasury. 

Mr.  Canavan  presented  the  following  report  under  Article  2. 

COMMITTEE  TO  SURVEY  AND  INVESTIGATE  BRAINTREE 
MUNICIPAL  ELECTRIC  LIGHT  PLANT 

March  1955  Annual  Town  Meeting  passed  the  following  vote:  “That 
the  Moderator  appoint  a  committee  of  five  to  survey  and  investigate  the 
Braintree  Municipal  Electric  Light  Plant’s  finances  and  operation,  and 
to  report  its  findings  to  the  1956  Town  Meeting,  or  insert  an  article, 
if  deemed  necessary,  in  the  1956  Town  Warrant.” 
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March  1956  a  report  of  progress  was  made  to  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting,  and  the  committee’s  assignment  was  continued  for  another 

year. 

Further  meetings  have  been  held  by  your  Survey  Committee  and  it 
now  presents  its  final  report. 

Your  Electric  Light  Department  is  generally  considered  by  house¬ 
holders  to  be  an  asset  to  the  town.  There  is  a  unanimity  of  opinion  that 
it  has  provided  very  low-cost  domestic  service. 

There  is  doubt,  however,  as  to  what  percentage  of  Braintree  citizens 
realize  either  that  the  Electric  Light  Plant  has  a  $3,000,000  book  value, 
or  that  millions  of  dollars  of  new  money  will  be  needed  to  meet  future 
demands,  and  to  replace  the  present  plant  whenever  it  bcomes  obsolete. 

Neither  is  there  a  clear-cut  understanding  of  the  net  relationship 
between  savings  to  townspeople  on  electricity  cost,  and  the  real  estate 
taxes  lost  to  them  through  town  ownership  of  our  electric  light  plant. 
This  item  is  one  that  should  be  covered  clearly,  yet  simply,  in  an  annual 
report. 

Commercial  and  industrial  rates,  generally,  are  not  considered  by 
users  to  be  low,  in  relationship  to  similar  rates  in  other  local  com¬ 
munities.  Our  Electric  Light  Department  can  satisfy  such  users  by  the 
simple  expedient  of  comparing  any  user’s  cost  to  comparative  costs  in 
Weymouth,  Quincy,  Belmont  and  Taunton.  Educational  work  of  this, 
sort  is  important,  because  the  enthusiastic  support  of  these  two  in¬ 
fluential  groups  can  help  the  Commissioners  in  selling  their  expansion 
program  to  Braintree  citizens.

This  is  an  impressive  record  and  must  be  a  source  of  satisfaction 
and  pride  to  the  five  Commissioners  and  the  two  Managers  who  served 
during  these  six  years. 

Disposition  of  these  funds  is  a  matter  that  should  be  presented 
to  the  citizens  annually,  in  clear,  yet  simple  terms.  Then,  there  will  be 
an  awareness  of  how  such  money  has  been  used  to  reduce  indebtedness, 
incurred  for  construction.  Such  surplus  analyses  also  are  directly 
related  to  the  Commissioners’  ability  to  rebate  money  to  the  town  to  help 
reduce  the  tax  burden  on  tax  payers.  Your  committee  feels  that  there, 
should  be  a  minimum  rebate  goal  of  $50,000  annually,  and  that  the 
Electric  Light  Commissioners  and  Finance  Committee  should  accept 
the  responsibility  to  explain  to  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  any  deviations 
from  this  minimum  goal. 

Actually,  there  is  no  need  for  any  special  survey  committee.  AH 
that  is  required  is  for  both  the  Electric  Light  Commissioners  and  the 
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Finance  Committee  to  .present  to  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  adequate 
facts  regarding  our  multi-million  dollar  electric  liglit  business  that  isi 

operated  for  our  mutual  benefit. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  Electric  Light  Department  report  that 
has  appeared  in  the  Town  of  Braintree  Annual  Report  is  not  understood, 
and  also  does  not  adequately  tell  the  story  of  our  successful  operation 
of  a  town-owned  electric  plant.  What  is  needed  is  a  readable  report 
that  should  be  supplemented  by  regular  monthly  bill  inserts,  covering 
data  on  operations,  plans  and  problems.  For  example:  the  low  relative 
cost  of  street  lighting  is  not  known  and  will  come  as  a  pleasant  surprise 
to  most  citizens.  Neither  is  there  any  appreciation  of  the  cost  of  ex¬ 
pansion  to  provide  for  new  industrial  users,  such  as  Walworth  Com¬ 
pany,  or  new  commercial  users,  such  as  Tedeschi  s  or  Filenes.  Your 
committee  recognizes  that  three  worth-while  bill  inserts  have  been 
mailed,  but  much  more  can,  and  probably  will  be  done.  While  these, 
bill  inserts  may  not  be  carefully  read  by  all  users,  it  is  reasonable  to 
suppose  that  responsible  citizens  will  be  better  informed  and,  thus, 
more  enthusiastic  about  sound  long-range  plans  of  the  Electric  Light 
Commissioners. 

Should  Braintree’s  growth  result  in  the  gradual  retirement  of  the 
units  in  its  present  $3,000,000  plant,  and  the  investment  of  millions  of 
dollars  in  a  new  plant,  it  is  absolutely  essential  that  townspeople  be  kept 
informed,  so  that  any  such  development  will  be  recognized  as  part  of  a 
long-range  program. 

Your  committee  has  enjoyed  its  assignment  and  hopes  that  its  two 
reports  will  encourage  our  Electric  Light  Department  Commissioners 
and  Electric  Light  Department  Manager  to  bring  their  impressive  story 
to  the  townspeople,  because  we  believe  that  it  is  a  story  of  success  that 
deserves  broad  publicity  and  general  commendation. 

UNANIMOUSLY  VOTED:  That  the  report  be  accepted,  placed 
on  file,  and  the  committee  discharged. 

Comes  now  the  question  on  the  motion  under  Article  10.

To  authorize  the  Board  of  Electric  Light  Commissioners  to  purchase, 
or  take  by  eminent  domain  on  behalf  of  the  town  two  (2)  parcels  of 
land  presumed  to  belong  to  the  'Cities  Service  Oil  Company  located  on 
Weymouth  Fore  River  and  northwesterly  from  Harbor  Villa  Avenue, 
containing  approximately  fifteen  and  one-half  (1514)  acres  and  being 
shown  as  Lots  A  and  B  on  a  plan  entitled  “Plan  of  land  to  be  acquired 
by  Town  of  Braintree  for  municipal  light  and  power  plant  in  Braintree, 
Mass.,  Harry  R.  Feldman,  Inc.,  Civil  Engineers,  Boston,  Mass.,  March 
1957”,  on  file  at  the  office  of  said  Commissioners,  together  with  all 
tanks,  structures  and  equipment  thereon,  and  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $90,000.00  therefor,  which  sum  together  with  any  further  sums 
which  may  be  required  as  a  consequence  thereof  upon  final  judgment 
or  otherwise  is  to  be  raised  by  transfer  from  the  Electric  Light  Depart¬ 
ment  Depreciation  account. 

UNANIMOUSLY  VOTED. 

ARTICLE  12.  Assessors  for  Determination  of  1957  Tax  Rate. 


SO  VOTED:  That  the  sum  of  $35,000.00  he  raised  by  transfer 
from  the  Electric  Light  Special  Reserve  Account  to  be  used  by  the  As¬ 
sessors  in  determination  of  Tax  Rate  for  1957. 

ARTIGLE  13.  Board  oef  Commissioners  of  Trust  Funds. 

Mr.  Bean  presented  the  following  report  under  Article  2. 

At  the  Adjourned  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  April  9,  1956  the  Town 
voted  that  a  committee  of  three  members,  to  be  known  as  the  Trust 
Fund  Committee,  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator  to  examine  and  report 
on  the  present  status  of  Trust  Funds  now  or  to  be  in  the  control  of  the 
Town,  and  to  advise  on  methods  of  handling  present  or  future  municipal 
Trust  Funds. 

Pursuant  to  this  vote  the  Moderator  appointed  Gilbert  L.  Bean, 
Richard  A.  Hunt  and  Roy  W.  Lawson  as  the  Trust  Fund  Committee. 

This  committee  has  compiled  a  list  of  Trust  Funds  which  now  pro¬ 
duce  income  to  the  Town  for  specific  or  general  use.  A  copy  of  this 
list  is  appended  to  this  report.  They  have  obtained  copies  of  these  trust 
instruments  and  compiled  them  in  a  folder  for  ready  reference  by  the 
town  official  responsible  for  administering  the  Trust  Funds.  They 
have  also  considered  the  alternative  methods  which  are  available  to  a 
town  such  as  Braintree  for  handling  Trust  Funds.  This  report  contains 
the  recommendation  of  this  committee  as  to  method  of  handling  Trust 
Funds  which,  in  their  opinion,  is  best  suited  to  Braintree  needs. 

At  the  present  time  there  are  20  trusts  counting  the  group  con¬ 
nected  with  the  Pond  Street  Cemetery  as  one.  These  trusts  represent 
a  Principal  of  $163,345.89  which  produced  an  income  during  1956  of 
$5,266.27.  The  principal  trusts  are  as  follows:  The  Pond  Street  Ceme¬ 
tery  trusts  total  $23,244.01.  The  James  W.  Colbert  Library  Fund, 
$40,443.76,  produces  income  for  use  in  maintaining  a  library  at  the 
Hollis  School  in  accordance  with  a  vote  of  the  Town  Meeting  April  4, 
1955.  The  James  W.  Colbert  School  Trust  of  $25,000.00  with  interest 
accumulation  thru  1955  has  been  voted  by  the  Town  for  expenditure  for 
an  extension  to  the  Colbert  iSchool  at  the  Town  Meeting  of  April  9,  1956, 
but  has  not  yet  been  expended.  The  N.  H.  Hunt  Trust  in  the  amount 
of  $24,436.99  provides  that  the  income  be  used  by  the  Library  Trustees 
for  books.  The  Charles  Thayer  Trust  has  a  principal  of  $20,329.06,  the 
income  from  which  is  to  be  used  to  maintain  a  cemetery  lot,  with  any 
remainder  to  be  expended  as  the  Town  may  determine.  The  Thayer 
Library  Foundation  Fund  with  a  principal  of  $11,020.91  was  left  by 
Sylvanus  Thayer  for  the  support  of  the  Library.  There  is  a  Caleb 
Stetson  Fund  of  $2,500  also  for  the  Library,  and  a  Charles  E.  French, 
Trust  of  $2,409.50  to  encourage  scholarship.  The  remaining  trusts  are 
$1,000  or  less. 

With  the  exception  of  trusts  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Library 
Trustees,  the  trusts  have  been  administered  by  the  Town  Treasurer. 
This  has  not  been  a  particular  burden  in  the  past  when  the  Trust  Funds 
were  modest.  Your  committee  is  aware  of  an  additional  trust  in  an, 
amount  approaching  $1,500,000  under  the  will  of  Norton  Eugene  Hollis 
which  will  come  to  the  Town  upon  the  death  of  his  daughter.  This  trust 
makes  specific  bequests  for  Park  Department  and  Library  purposes, 
and  the  income  from  the  remainder  is  to  be  used  for  School  purposes. 
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Effective  administration  of  Trust  Funds  of  this  size  require  inti¬ 
mate  knowledge  of  stock  and  bond  market  conditions,  constant  vigilance 
as  to  stock  split-ups,  bond  calls,  etc.  It  is  unfair  to  place  this  additional 
burden  and  responsibility  on  the  Town  Treasurer.  Your  committee 
accordingly  feels  that  specific  provision  should  be  made  so  that  we  are 
equipped  to  meet  the  additional  challenge  which  such  a  large  new  trust 
will  impose. 

The  Massachusetts  statutes,  in  recognition  of  such  needs,  provides 
under  General  Laws,  Chapter  41,  Section  45,  a  method  which  may  be 
used  by  municipalities  faced  with  the  problem  Braintree  now  faces. 
Under  this  statute  a  Board  of  three  Commissioners  of  Trust  Funds  may 
be  set  up  by  vote  of  the  Town  which  will  have  the  responsibility  for 
managing  such  funds.  Safeguards  dealing  with  their  operations  are 
included  in  the  statute. 

The  Committee  recommends  that  the  town  create  a  Board  of  Com¬ 
missioners  of  Trust  Funds  under  this  statute.  We  recommend  that  the 
Commission  be  created  now,  since  the  commissioners  are  elected,  and  it 
will  take  another  year  before  they  can  be  brought  into  being.  Provision 
for  adequate  administration  of  the  large  trust  just  referred  to  should 
be  made  before,  rather  than  after  its  receipt. 

The  Committee,  in  recognition  of  the  fact  that  such  Commissioners 
will  operate  on  a  part  time  basis,  feels  that  when  Trust  Funds  assume 
large  proportions  it  is  imperative  that  the  Commissioners  avail  them-i 
selves  of  the  services  and  advice  of  a  competent  Corporate  Fiduciary, 
such  as  a  Trust  Company  or  a  National  Bank,  in  matters  dealing  with 
the  investment  and  reinvestment  of  the  funds.  We  strongly  recommend 
this.  Protection  of  principal  is  an  obvious  economy  and  a  sacred  trust. 
We  therefore  propose  that  when  the  Trust  Funds  of  the  Town  exceed 
$200,000  the  town  give  favorable  consideration  to  a  request  from  the 
Commissioners  for  funds  in  a  reasonable  amount  to  engage  services  of 
a  Corporate  Fiduciary. 

The  Committee  feels  that  a  Commission  of  three,  competently  ad¬ 
vised,  whose  sole  responsibility  is  the  management  of  Braintree  Trust 
Funds  is  the  best  guarantee  the  people  of  the  Town  can  have  of  diligent 
protection  of  the  principal  and  careful  management  of  the  income.

That  the  Town  create  a  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Trust  Funds 
under  provisions  of  General  Laws,  Chapter  41,  Section  45,  with  the 
recommendation  that  such  Commissioners,  or  the  Town  Treasurer  in 
the  interim  before  their  election,  avail  themselves  of  the  services  and 
advice  of  a  competent  corporate  fiduciary  in  matters  pertaining  to  the 
investment  and  protection  of  the  funds  whenever  such  funds  in  the 
aggregate  exceed  $200,000.00,  subject  to  available  appropriation  for 
the  purpose;  such  commissioners  to  inform  the  Town  Accountant  prior 
to  January  15th  in  each  year  what  funds  under  their  management  are 
to  be  considered  available  funds  and  the  purposes  for  which  such  funds 
will  be  applied. 
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SO  VOTED. 

ARTICLE  14.  Premium  Cost  for  Group  Insurance. 

That  the  sum  of  $27,500.00  be  raised  and  appropriated  to  provide 
the  Town’s  share  of  premium  cost  of  Group  Insurance  under  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  Chapter  32B,  General  Laws.  This  plan  to  start  July  1,  1957 
or  later,  but  in  no  event  shall  the  plan  start  until  each  employee  of  the 
Town  has  indicated  on  an  appropriate  form  provided  by  the  Selectmen, 
whether  or  not  he  desires  to  be  so  insured. 

Mr.  Spurrell  presented  the  following  report  under  Article  2. 

At  the  adjourned  Town  Meeting,  March  16,  1956,  it  was  voted  that 
the  Town  Moderator  appoint  a  committee  of  five  to  investigate  the 
group  insurance  plan  for  Town  Employees  and  bring  back  to  a  subse¬ 
quent  Town  Meeting  any  plans  and  recommendations  and  insert  any 
articles  in  the  warrant  for  the  next  subsequent  Town  Meeting  they 
deem  necessary. 

The  committee  of  five  as  appointed  by  the  Town  Moderator  has 
studied  the  group  insurance  and  hospitalization  plan  covered  by  Chapter 
32B  of  the  General  Law  and  its  Amendments,  Which  was  accepted  by 
the  Town  by  a  referendum  vote  in  1956.  This  study  also  included  the 
State  Insurance  Plan  and  the  City  of  Quincy  Insurance  Plan  covered 
under  this  act.  We  also  investigated  the  possibility  of  coverage  through 
the  County  system  but  found  this  undesirable  at  this  time.  Information, 
on  administration  of  group  insurance  and  hospitalization  in  other  towns 
was  also  discussed.  We  found  that  an  error  in  properly  starting  this 
plan  could  lead  to  improper  coverage  and  high  administrative  costs. 
The  possibility  of  errors  in  this  field  of  insurance  is  always  very  great 
and  to  the  beginner  there  are  many  pitfalls. 

In  order  to  obtain  proper  guidance  in  this  important  and  costly 
undertaking  for  the  Town  the  committee  sought  help  from  the  State 
Department  of  Insurance.  Mr.  Fabisac  and  Mr.  McDonald  in  this  de¬ 
partment  were  contacted  and  outlined  to  the  committee  proper  pro¬ 
cedures  that  should  be  followed  in  order  to  take  advantage  of  the 
coverage  allowed  under  Chapter  32B  of  the  General  Law. 

These  procedures  should  be: 

1.  Write  specification  so  that  competitive  bids  would  be  submitted 
by  all  interested  insurance  companies. 

2.  Obtain  necessary  information  of  the  status  of  Town  Employees. 

3.  Advertise  for  bids. 

4.  Evaluate  these  bids  as  submitted  and  select  the  bid  that  will 
give  the  required  coverage  at  the  least  cost  to  the  Town  and  its 
employees. 

Realizing  that  this  program  required  some  expenditures  the  com¬ 
mittee  under  an  article  in  the  warrant  of  the  Special  Town  Meeting, 
December  16,  1956  was  voted  a  sum  of  $500  for  expenses. 

Mr.  Fabisac  and  Mr.  McDonald  were  retained  by  the  committee 
and  guided  us  during  the  remainder  of  our  studies  and  activities. 

After  the  necessary  preliminary  work  was  performed  the  proposals 
were  submitted  to  our  Selectmen  who  advertised  for  bids.  The  twenty- 
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seven  insurance  company  bids  were  received  by  the  Selectmen  and 
turned  over  to  this  committee.  These  bids  were  evaluated  by  our  ad¬ 
visors  and  thoroughly  discussed  by  them  with  the  committee. 

The  Group  Insurance  Committee  under  the  guidance  of  Mr.  Fabisac 
and  Mr.  McDonald  of  the  State  Department  of  Insurance  recommend 
that  the  Town  of  Braintree  insure  its  employees  under  the  group  life 
insurance  plan  with  the  Boston  Mutual  Life  Insurance  Company  under 
the  bid  as  submitted  by  this  company,  and  under  the  group  hospitaliza¬ 
tion  plan  with  the  Blue  Cross,  Blue  Shield  under  the  bid  as  submitted 
by  this  organization.  The  cost  of  this  combined  life  and  hospitalization 
plan  will  be  approximately  $55,000.00  from  July  1,  1957,  to  December 
31.  1957,  fiftv  percent  to  be  borneby  the  Town  and  fifty  percent  to  be 
borne  by  the  Town  Employees.

ARTICLE  20.  Chapter  374,  Acts  of  1956,  Pension  Options. 

SO  VOTED:  That  the  Town  accept  Chapter  374  of  the  Acts  of 
1956  providing  certain  pension  options. 

ARTICLE  21.  Chapter  401,  Acts  of  1956,  Civil  Defense  Volun¬ 
teers. 

SO  VOTED:  That  the  Town  accept  Chapter  401  of  the  Acts  of 
1956  providing  that  Civil  Defense  Volunteers  shall  be  classified  as  em¬ 
ployees  for  certain  purposes. 

ARTICLE  22.  Amending  By-Laws,  Article  13,  after  Section  17. 

That  the  Town  amend  its  By-Laws  by  inserting  in  Article  13,  after

A  license  so  granted  shall  become  void  if  the  applicant  neglects 
or  refuses  to  take  out  and  pay  for  his  license  within  ten  days  after 
notice  that  it  has  been  granted. 

Section  21.  The  Selectmen  may  grant  to  the  holder  of  a  license 
under  the  proceeding  sections  of  this  article  a  license  to  use  a  certain 
portion  of  a  public  way  as  a  carriage  stand  for  the  solicitation  of  pas¬ 
sengers  for  hire  and  no  person  shall  use  any  portion  of  any  public  way 
for  such  purpose  without  such  license.  Any  person  who  violates  any 
of  the  provisions  of  any  section  of  this  article  ishall  be  punished  by  a  fine 
of  not  more  than  twenty  dollars  for  each  offense. 

MOVED  by  Mr.  Hunt  to  amend  the  motion  as  follows: 

Section  20.  Hackney  licenses  shall  expire. on  the  thirtieth  day  of 
April  next  after  the  date  thereof,  and  shall  not  be  transferred  without 
the  consent  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  indorsed  thereon.  For  each 
license  the  sum  of  one  dollar  shall  be  paid  to  the  Town  Treasurer  for 
the  use  of  the  Town.  A  license  so  granted  shall  become  void  if  the  ap¬ 
plicant  neglects  or  refuses  to  take  out  and  pay  for  his  license  within 
ten  days  after  notice  that  it  has  been  granted. 

Comes  now  the  question  on  the  amendment.

Comes  now  the  question  on  the  motion  as  thus  amended. 
UNANIMOUSLY  VOTED. 

ARTICLE  23.  Three  year  terms  for  Town  Clerk,  Town  Treasurer 
and  Tax  Collector. 

SO  VOTED:  That  the  Town,  starting  with  the  1958  election, 
place  on  the  ballot  Town  Clerk,  Town  Treasurer  and  Tax  Collector  to 
be  elected  for  a  term  of  three  years,  under  the  provisions  of  Section  1, 
Chapter  41  of  the  General  Laws.

ARTICLE  27.  Public  Off  Street  Parking. 

Mr.  Palmer  presented  the  following  majority  report  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Proposed  East  Braintree  Parking  Lot,  under  Article  2. 

This  committee  was  appointed  by  the  Moderator  to  make  a  study  of 
the  subject  matter  of  Article  28  of  the  1956  Annual  Town  Meeting  which 
concerned  the  proposed  establishment  of  a  municipal  parking  area  on 
Brookside  Road,  East  Braintree. 

In  this  day  and  age  adequate  parking  facilities  are  nearly  as  neces¬ 
sary  as  highways  for  the  development  of  good  business  and  for  the 
safety  and  convenience  of  the  public.  We  need  only  to  call  attention 
to  the  extensive  facilities  being  provided  in  other  cities  and  towns  such 
as  Boston,  Quincy,  Hingham  and  Scituate  to  name  but  a  few  nearby 
places. 

Braintree  has  already  taken  some  steps  to  provide  parking  spaces. 
We  have  recently  amended  our  by-laws  to  provide  that  new  business 
developments  in  the  town  must  provide  their  own  adequate  parking 
areas.  In  the  older  business  sections  already  built  up  it  is  obviously 
impossible  for  individual  small  merchants  to  each  provide  suitable 
parking  areas  for  their  customers.  So  the  town  has  already  taken  over 
this  function  and  provided  some  parking  facilities  in  our  three  business 
sections. 

In  this  report  we  are  concerned  only  with  the  East  Braintree  sec¬ 
tion.  Here  there  are  two  factors  bearing  on  the  matter  that  are  not 
present  in  the  other  sections  of  the  town.  First  the  shopping  area 
served  is  both  in  Braintree  and  Weymouth.  Second,  part  of  the  present 
public  parking  area  is  used  by  commuters  using  the  Weymouth  railroad 
station. 

Several  years  ago  the  town  provided  a  parking  area  in  the  rear  of 
Clark  and  Taber’s  off  Norfolk  Square.  The  Smelt  Brook  was  covered 
over  and  Weymouth  cooperated  by  taking  adjacent  land  for  parking  so 
that  together  we  have  an  area  for  about  100  cars.  About  one  quarter 
of  this  has  been  set  aside  for  all  day  parkers  and  commuters.  Parking 
has  been  restricted  in  the  other  areas  before  9  a.m.  There  are  no 
meters,  parking  is  free  and  yet  there  are  no  signs  in  Weymouth  or 
Braintree  to  indicate  that  this  is  a  free  municipal  parking  area.  On 
the  contrary  it  has  every  appearance  of  being  private  property.  The 
area  is  not  fenced  or  marked  to  show  what  is  public  and  what  is  private 
property.  It  is  not  convenient  for  shoppers  to  get  in  and  out  of  thisi 
area  unless  they  trespass  on  private  property.  The  public  access  is  up 
a  hill  at  the  farthest  point  possible  from  most  of  the  stores.  In  spite 
of  these  drawbacks  the  area  now  is  crowded  at  times.  If  this  area  was 
clearly  marked  with  large  appropriate  signs  indicating  that  it  was  a 
public  parking*  lot  and  other  signs  were  placed  in  the  streets  directing 
motorists  to  it,  we  believe  that  it  would  soon  be  used  to  capacity.  It 
would  seem  to  be  good  for  business  to  encourage  commuters  to  park 
here  where  they  could  easily  make  purchases  in  local  stores  instead  of 
carrying  bundles  out  from  Boston. 
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In  addition  to  this  public  parking  area  the  First  National  and 
A&P  Stores  have  their  own  private  parking  areas  and  there  are  38 
metered  parking  spaces  in  the  streets. 

The  .proposed  new  parking  area  is  composed  of  two  lots  on  Brook- 
side  Road  adjacent  to  the  stores  on  Commercial  Street.  Lot  22  consists 
of  27,698  sq.  ft.  and  is  assessed  to  Howard  W.  Hollis  for  $8,760.00  and 
can  be  purchased  for  $14,500.00.  Lot  22A  contains  8,965  sq.  ft.  and  is 
assessed  to  Hollis  Auto  Co.  for  $$4,710.00  and  can  be  purchased  for 
$10,000.00.  There  is  a  garage  type  building  of  little  value  on  each  lot. 
We  have  a  contractor’s  estimate  that  he  would  remove  the  buildings' 
for  $400.00  plus  the  materials  salvaged  provided  he  or  the  fire  depart¬ 
ment  could  burn  the  refuse  on  the  lot. 


This  area  would  provide  space  for  90  cars  and  it  is  very  conveniently 
located  on  a  level  with  the  stores  and  on  the  opposite  side  of  Commercial; 
Street  from  the  present  parking  area.  Entrance  and  exit  would  be  on 
Brookside  Road  without  the  necessity  of  crossing  private  property.  The 
area  can  be  reached  from  the  west  via  Brookside  Road  without  going; 
through  the  traffic  in  the  square. 


After  careful  consideration  this  committee  feels  that  the  town 
would  be  wise  to  acquire  Lot  22  only.  This  would  provide  space  for 
about  60  cars.  We  estimate  the  cost  of  the  project  as  follows: 


Purchase  price  of  lot  22 
Removal  of  building 
Grading  and  surfacing 


$14,500.00 

200.00 

3,850.00 


Total  $18,550.00 

If  this  property  is  taken  for  parking  we  believe  meters  should  be 
installed  in  both  this  area  and  the  older  parking  lot  where  provision, 
should  be  made  for  all  day  parkers.  In  this  way  Weymouth  residents 
and  commuters  would  pay  their  share  for  parking  privileges. 


The  police  department  estimates  that  the  meters  would  average 
about  $50.00  a  meter  a  year.  They  can  be  installed  without  initial 
expense  to  the  town  and  paid  for  out  of  50%  of  the  receipts.  It  seems, 
to  us  that  the  initial  return  from  the  meters  would  be  far  more  than 
the  town  now  receives  from  taxes  on  the  property  and  that  in  time  they 
would  be  enough  to  completely  reimburse  the  town  for  the  expense  of 
the  parking  area. 

We  therefore  recommend  favorable  action  under  this  article  as 
applied  to  Lot  22.

Mr.  Monahan  presented  the  following  minority  report  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Proposed  East  Braintree  Parking  Lot,  under  Article  2. 
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The  shopping  area  that  is  the  subject  of  this  study,  is  found  to 
be  an  area  that  is  split  up  and  separated  by  reason  of  the  width  of 
highways,  intersections,  and  separate  parking  areas.  Aside  from  t  e 
business  establishments  at  the  higher  end  of  the  area  at  the  intersection 
of  Commercial  Street  and  Quincy  Avenue,  there  are  twenty-six  shops 
on  both  sides  of  Commercial  Street  within  the  Town  of  Braintree,  with 
sixteen  of  these  establishmetns  being  on  the  westerly  side  of  Commer- 
cial  Street,  some  of  which  are  hounded  by  the  locus  in  question,  Lots 
22  and  22A.  There  are  twenty-nine  shops  on  boths  sides  of  the  Street 
within  the  Town  of  Weymouth. 


The  Braintree  area  is  presently  served  by  existing  parking  spaces 
and  meter  parking  on  Commercial  Street.  This  shopping  center  is  so 
diversified  and  split  up,  that  a  parking  area  on  Lots  22  and  22A  would 
not  serve  the  entire  shopping  area,  so  as  to  be  deemed  convenient  and 
necessary  parking. 


This  Committee  is  not  in  possession  of  sufficient  facts  or  evidence 
to  establish  an  urgent  necessity  for  a  parking  area  at  lots  22  and  22A. 
If  the  facts  were  such  as  to  show  a  real  need  for  a  parking  facility 
in  this  area,  then  the  entire  area  should  be  utilized  as  a  parking  space, 
and  not  a  part  of  it.  It  does  not  appear  that  the  cost  of  acquiring  the 
area  as  a  parking  space  has  been  sufficiently  determined,  and  the 
valuation  of  this  property  as  a  parking  area  as  against  its  ordinary 
market  value  has  not  been  adequately  determined.  The  question  as  to 
what  inducement  such  a  parking  area  would  be  to  attract  business  can¬ 
not  be  answered,  and  is  deemed  to  be  beyond  the  scope  of  this  study. 


The  difficulty  with  the  problem  is  that  the  area  is  not  made  up  of 
a  well-knit,  compact,  contiguous  shopping  center,  so  as  to  lend  itself  to 
be  easily  and  adequately  served  by  one  large  parking  area.

tee,  by  two  courses,  143  feet  and  730  feet  more  or  less  to  said  Parcel  A; 
thence  turning  and  running  in  a  westerly  direction  by  said  Parcel  A, 
455  feet  more  or  less,  to  the  point  of  beginning. 

Said  parcel  contains  approximately  8.92  acres. 

The  sale  of  the  above  lots  is  to  be  for  a  price  not  less  than  Forty- 
two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  ($42,500),  less  any  expenses  neces¬ 
sarily  incident  to  perfecting  the  title  and  consummating  the  sale. 

The  net  proceeds  of  said  >sale  to  be  held  by  said  School  Fund  Com¬ 
mittee  to  be  used  in  carrying  out  the  charitable  intent  of  the  testator, 
Nathaniel  Thayer,  in  accordance  with  the  Decree  of  the  Supreme  Judicial 
Court — June  6,  1956,  Equity  No.  68594. 

Mr.  Charnock  presented  the  following  report  under  Article  2. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Braintree  School  Fund  take  this  opportunity 
to  present  to  the  citizens  of  Braintree,  and  especially , to  its  Town  Meet¬ 
ing  Representatives,  an  explanation  of  Article  25  as  appears  in  the 
1957  Annual  Town  Warrant. 

HISTORY: 

In  February  of  1826  the  legislature  and  governor  of  Massachusetts 
approved  the  incorporation  of  the  Braintree  School  Fund  Committee. 
The  entire  committee  of  seven  citizens  was  to  be  elected  for  a  term  of 
three  years  at  a  regular  town  meeting.  Its  express  purpose  was  to 
administer  any  funds,  real  estate,  or  any  other  such  properties  as  might 
be  bequeathed  to  the  town  for  “purposes  for  the  support  and  promotion 
of  learning”  within  the  town  of  Braintree. 

On  (September  1,  1828  the  will  of  one  Nathaniel  Thayer  of  Braintree 
was  probated  following  the  death  of  his  wife,  Hannah.  Under  the  terms 
of  the  will  some  18  acres  of  land  lying  on  the  westerly  side  of  Granite 
Street,  and  some  2:2  acres  of  land  on  the  easterly  side  of  Town  Street 
and  Granite  Street  were  bequeathed  to  the  town  of  Braintree;  the  income 
from  such  real  estate  was  to  be,  ‘forever  appropriated  for  the  support 
of  public  schools  and  the  promotion  of  learning  in  them”.  The  will 
also  stipulated  that  no  part  of  the  land  should  ever  be  sold,  nor  rented 
for  a  period  of  more  than  21  years. 

Down  through  some  129  years,  the  Braintree  School  Fund  Com¬ 
mittee  has  administered  this  bequest  under  the  conditions  as  were  set 
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forth  in  the  will.  The  land  has  been  used  at  one  time  or  another  for 
a  school  building,  town  infirmary,  and  private  farm.  From  time  to  time, 
buildings  have  been  erected  on  the  property — every  project  being  ap¬ 
proved  at  a  regular  town  meeting. 

At  the  time  of  this  writing  the  property  is  untenanted,  the  buildings 
are  far  beyond  repair,  and  the  neighborhood  is  confronted  with  a  definite 
fire  hazard.  Because  of  the  factors  the  fund  is  receiving  no  revenue. 

RECENT  DEVELOPMENTS: 

At  the  April  4  meeting  of  the  town  in  1954,  the  citizens  of  the  town 
voted  on  the  recommendation  of  the  School  Site  Committee,  to  take  by 
right  of  eminent  domain,  the  18  acres  of  the  Thayer  property  lying  on 
the  westerly  side  of  Granite  Street.  Your  committee  made  no  serious 
objection  to  this  taking  as  it  felt  that  the  “will”  of  the  donor  was  being 
fulfilled. 

In  the  early  months  of  1956,  the  trustees  of  the  School  Fund,  realiz¬ 
ing  the  deterioration  of  the  property,  and  cognizant  of  the  fact  that  the 
property  was  producing  no  income,  petitioned  the  Superior  Judicial 
Court  of  Massachusetts  for  permission  to  sell  that  portion  of  the  re¬ 
maining  property.  This  court  granted  our  request,  stipulating  that  all 
monies  obtained  should  be  expressly  used  for  the  purposes  of  education 
and  under  the  administration  of  the  trustees. 

After  careful  consideration  by  the  committee,  it  was  decided  to 
advertize  publicly  the  proposed  sale  of  the  22  acres  of  land  lying  on 
the  easterly  side  of  Town  Street  and  Granite  Street.  Your  trustees 
took  into  consideration  the  fact  that  the  land,  if  used  for  building  pur¬ 
poses,  should  not  fall  into  the  hands  of  such  contractors  who  might 
construct  homes  of  inferior  quality  to  the  detriment  of  the  neighborhood 
and  great  expense  to  the  town.  Bids  were  opened  in  June  of  1956.  The 
committee  accepted  the  offer  of  the  highest  bidder,  a  reputable  private 
home  builder  who  plans  to  construct  some  56  houses  of  good  quality 
over  a  period  of  five  years.  This,  we  are  informed,  is  the  maximum 
number  of  houses  which  can  be  built  on  this  land  under  present  zoning 
regulations,  due  to  the  shape  of  the  area. 

Your  elected  School  Fund  Committee  has  a  dual  responsibility — 
one  to  the  townspeople  to  whom  the  land  was  bequeathed,  and  the  other 
to  Nathaniel  Thayer,  the  donor.  Under  the  terms  of  an  article  approved 
by  the  town  in  1922,  the  trustees  were  empowered  to  utilize  the  income 
from  the  estate  for  scholarship  awards  to  deserving  pupils  in  the  pub¬ 
lic  schools  of  Braintree.  This  practice  has  been  followed  up  to  the 
present,  but  lack  of  income  prevents  its  continuance. 

Your  committee  feels  that  since  the  town  has  already  taken  the 
18  acres  of  land  on  the  westerly  side  of  Granite  .Street  for  future  school 
building  purposes  it  now  behooves  the  townspeople  to  set  aside  any 
amounts  of  money  that  may  be  received  from  the  sale  of  this  property 
to  provide  scholarship  awards  as  was  authorized  at  the  1922  annual 
town  meeting.  It  is  needless  to  point  out  to  you  as  citizens  the  great 
need  of  professionally  trained  people  in  this  scientific  age.  If,  through 
our  granting  of  scholarship  awards,  our  nation  can  be  made  just  a 
little  stronger,  then  both  Nathaniel  Thayer  and  we  townspeople  may 
well  be  proud  of  our  foresight. 
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We,  your  committee,  therefore  earnestly  request  your  support  of 
Article  25  which  bears  the  approval  of  the  Finance  Committee.

At  this  meeting  we  learned  of  the  possibility  of  obtaining  Federal 
Assistance  under  Public  Law  566  known  as  the  Watershed  Protection 
and  Flood  Prevention  Act. 

On  June  29,  1956,  a  joint  meeting  was  held  with  the  Weymouth 
Drainage  Committee  and  representatives  of  the  Federal  and  District 
Soil  Conservation  Service. 


Following  these  initial  meetings,  there  have  been  several  recon¬ 
naissance  surveys  made  by  members  of  the  committee  and  additional 
meetings  to  discuss  information  obtained  and  to  study  earlier  reports 
on  the  same  problem. 

We  have  recently  completed  and  submitted  to  the  proper  authorities 
for  action  an  application  for  assistance  in  carrying  out  works  of  im¬ 
provement  on  the  Monatiuot  River  Watershed  and  expect  to  file  a 
similar  request  on  the  Smelt  Brook  Watershed  before  the  first  of  April. 


These  requests  must  go  to  the  Norfolk  Soil  Conservation  Service, 
which  is  a  Federal  Agency,  then  must  be  signed  by  the  Governor  or  his 
duly  appointed  representative,  and  then  forwarded  to  Washington  for 
action.  Nothing  further  can  be  done  until  a  reply  is  received  from 
Washington. 


Your  committee  suggests  continuance  until  such  time  as  the  initial 
phases  have  been  completed.  It  is  also  suggested  that  $100.00  be  ap¬ 
propriated  to  cover  such  expenses  as  have  already  been  incurred  in 
preparation  of  the  material  for  the  applications  and  with  the  thought 
in  mind  that  additional  expense  may  be  anticipated. 

The  committee  wishes  to  express  its  thanks  to  the  various  industrial 
and  commercial  establishments,  organizations,  and  individuals  who 
have  been  very  cooperative  in  helping  u:s  gather  supporting  information 
in  preparation  of  the  requests  for  assistance.

Pursuant  to  a  Warrant  duly  issued,  the  Special  Town  Meeting  of 
the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Braintree,  represented  by  their  duly 
elected  and  qualified  Town  Meeting  Members,  was  held  in  the  Braintree 
Town  Hall  on  Monday,  October  7,  1957. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  7:53  o’clock  in  the  evening  by 
the  Moderator,  Mr.  E.  Curtiss  Mower.

We  now  continue  with  consideration  of  the  Articles  in  the  Warrant. 

UNANIMOUSLY  VOTED:  That  Articles  1,  2  and  3  be  taken  up 
in  conjunction  with  one  another. 

ARTICLE  1.  Appropriation  for  New  Electfic  Light  Plant. 
MOVED: 

That  the  Town  raise  or  borrow  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Five 
Million  Dollars  ($5,000,000.00)  to  be  expended  by  the  Municipal  Light 
Board  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  and  equipping  a  new  plant  to 
furnish  electric  light  and  power  and  extending  and  enlarging  the  ex¬ 
isting  facilities  therefor,  and  to  authorize  the  Town  Treasurer,  with 
the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  issue  bonds  or  notes  of  the  Town 
therefor  under  authority  of  Chapter  674  of  the  Acts  of  1957,  and  pay- 
able  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  8  of  Chapter  44  of 
the  General  Laws  so  that  the  whole  loan  shall  be  paid  in  not  more  than! 
twenty  (20)  years  from  the  date  of  issue  of  said  bonds  and  notes. 

The  Moderator  ordered  a  teller  count.  Vote  and  count  were  taken, 
and  the  tellers  reported  107  votes  in  the  affirmative  and  47  votes  in, 
the  negative.  There  being  more  than  the  required  two-thirds  majority 
vote  in  the  affirmative,  the  Moderator  then  declared  the  motion.

That  there  be  raised  and  appropriated  the  sum  of  $165,000.00  to< 
be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the  Watson  School  Building  Com¬ 
mittee  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  an  addition  to  the  Watson  School 
and  for  originally  equipping  said  addition  and  that  to  meet  said  appro¬ 
priation  the  Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  tte  Selectmen,  be  and; 
hereby  is  authorized  to  borrow  the  sum  of  $165,000.00  unden  authority 
of  Chapter  645  of  the  Acts  of  1948  as  most  recently  amended  and  to 
issue  bonds  or  notes  of  the  Town  therefore  payable  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  Chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws  so  that  the  whole  loan 
shall  be  paid  in  not  more  than  ten  years  from  the  date  of  issuance  of 
the  first  bond  or  note  or  at  such  earlier  time  as  the  Treasurer,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Selectmen,  may  determine. 

Mr.  Ainsleigh  submitted  the  following  Interim  Report  of  the  Watson 
School  Building  Committee. 

The  Watson  'School  Building  Committee  was  authorized  by  a  vote 
of  the  town  under  Article  12  of  the  December  11,  1956  Special  Town 
Meeting.  An  appropriation  of  $15,000  was  made  for  the  purpose  of 
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securing  plans,  specifications  and  bids  for  an  addition  to,  and  altera¬ 
tions  to,  the  Watson  .School.  The  Committee  was  duly  appointed  by 
the  Moderator.  The  Committee  received  many  applications  from  archi¬ 
tectural  concerns,  interviewed  the  most  promising  and  selected  Walked 
and  Hanna,  Associated  Architects,  to  prepare  plans,  specifications,  etc., 
preparatory  to  obtaining  bids  for  the  project.  The  Committee  held 
several  meetings  with  the  (School  Department,  the  faculty  of  the  Watson 
School,  and  other  interested  parties.  From  these  conference  complete 
educational  specifications  evolved. 

On  instructions  of  the  Committee,  Mr.  Hanna,  our  architect,  pre¬ 
pared  preliminary  drawings  for  the  addition  and  alterations.  In  keep¬ 
ing  with  the  architecture  of  the  building,  these  were  for  a  two-story 
addition.  On  receipt  of  estimates  the  Committee  felt  that  they  were  too 
high  and  requested  Mr.  Hanna  to  revise  the  plans.  Again  the  estimates 
were  too  high  and  the  Committee  threw  out  all  work  and  started  over 
for  the  third  time,  instructing  the  architect  to  use  single  story  construc¬ 
tion  which  he  felt  would  be  more  economical.  These  plans  and  estimates 
were  acceptable  to  the  Committee  and  the  State  School  Building  As¬ 
sistance  Commission  approved  them.  Working  drawings  and  specifi¬ 
cations  were  then  drawn  up.  These  were  approved  by  the  State  and  the 
Braintree  School  Committee. 

In  anticipation  of  this  special  Town  Meeting,  the  job  was  adver¬ 
tised  for  bids  which  were  opened  on  iSeptember  27,  1957.  The  General 
Contract  bids  ranged  from  $224,860.00  to  $271,800.00. 

The  Committee  met  with  the  Braintree  Finance  Committee  and  ex¬ 
plained  all  the  circumstances  concerning  the  addition  and  alterations. 
The  Finance  Committee  moved  favorable  action  and  the  Watson  Build¬ 
ing  Committee  requests  a  favorable  vote  on  Articles  4  and  5  of  the 
warrant.

and  the  southerly  line  of  Old  Road  extended  to  present  Washington 
Street  and  Old  Road  so-called:  on  the  southwesterly  side  by  the  present 
industrial  zone  line:  and  on  the  northwesterly  side  by  the  northerly 
line  of  Braxton  Street  so-called,  be  changed  from  Residential  B  Zone 
to  Industrial  Zone. 

Mr.  Magaldi  submitted  the  following  report  of  the  Planning  Board. 

Report  of  the  Planning  Board  with  recommendation  on  Article  8 
of  the  October  7,  1957  Special  Town  Meeting'  Warrant  which  relates 
to  changes  proposed  in  the  Zoning  By-Law  and  the  Zoning  Map. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  40A  of  the  General 
Laws  of  the  Commonwealth,  the  Planning  Board  submits  this  report 
with  recommendations  to  the  October  7,  1957  Special  Town  Meeting. 

On  September  20,  1957  the  Warrant  for  the  Special  Town  Meeting 
to  be  held  October  7,  1957,  was  advertised  in  the  Braintree  Observer.  In, 
the  same  issue  of  the  said  Braintree  Observer  dated  September  20,  1957, 
the  Planning  Board  caused  to  be  advertised  notice  that  a  public  hearing 
would  be  held  by  the  Planning  Board  at  the  Braintree  Town  Hall, 
Saturday,  October  5,  1957,  at  10:00  a.m.  Additional  notices  were  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  Braintree  Observer  September  27th  and  October  4th,  1957, 
stating  time,  place  and  purpose  of  the  advertised  public  hearing.  Maps 
showing  the  dhanges  proposed  were  posted  at  the  Town  Hall  and  were 
available  for  inspection  in  the  office  of  the  Town  Engineer. 

The  Public  Hearing  was  held  as  advertised.  Maps  showing-  the 
proposed  changes  were  exhibited.  A  dozen  interested  citizens  and  town 
officials  attended  the  hearing  and  expressed  their  views. 
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Article  8  proposed  a  change  in  the  zoning  classification  of  approxi¬ 
mately  seven  acres  of  land  from  Residential  B  to  Industrial  Zone.  As 
detailed  in  the  Article,  the  land  in  question  is  west  of  Washington  Street 
near  Old  Road.  This  land  was  not  included  in  the  adjoining  area  pre¬ 
viously  rezoned  for  industry  because  ownership  had  not  changed  hands 
and  the  former  owners  had  no  interest  in  a  zoning  change  for  their 
property.  The  Walworth  Company  has  since  either  acquired  or  is  under 
agreement  to  purchase  the  land  involved  in  this  proposed  change. 

Since  the  hearing  we  have  conferred  with  the  Walworth  Company 
representative,  Walworth  Company  attorneys  and  our  own  Town  Coun¬ 
sel.  The  Planning  Board  desired  to  know  the  reason  for  the  necessity 
of  rezoning  at  this  time  and  the  contemplated  use.  These  two  questions 
were  asked  repeatedly  at  the  public  hearing  and  we  wanted  to  be 
informed. 

We  have  been  advised  that  there  are  no  present  plans  for  the  use 
of  the  land  to  be  rezoned.  However,  the  point  which  has  been  stressed! 
is  the  fact  that  if  the  property  is  not  rezoned  it  would  pose  a  legal  ques- 
ion  and  possible  complications  relative  to  location  and  relocation  of  the 
gas  line  and  any  appurtenant  use  to  the  property  already  zoned.  Also 
involved  is  the  question  of  financing  which  could  possibly  be  a  handicap 
if  the  property  is  not  rezoned. 

The  Board  does  not  want  to  place  any  unnecessary  obstacles  or 
handicaps  in  the  way  of  the  new  industry.  It  is  our  opinion  that  the 
land  to  be  rezoned  cannot  be  used  for  any  purpose  appurtenant  to  the 
operations  of  the  industry  which  has  already  been  approved  without  a 
public  hearing  and  approval  of  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  as  provided/ 
by  our  Zoning  By-Law. 

In  view  of  all  the  circumstances  herein  set  forth  the  Planning 
Board  feels  favorable  action  should  be  taken  and  so  recommends.

Report  of  The  Planning  Board 

During  the  year  1957  there  was  a  noticeable  decrease 
in  the  number  of  real  estate  sub-divisions  and  residential 
building  in  the  Town.  This  reduction  in  building  while  part¬ 
ly  due  to  a  decrease  in  demand  also  reflects  the  effect  of 
the  more  stringent  planning  board  regulations  and  the  re¬ 
visions  in  the  zoning  by-law  adopted  by  the  Town  m  recent 
years  on  the  recommendation  of  the  board. 
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The  School  Building  Needs  report  by  Cambridge  Con¬ 
sultants  stresses  the  fact  that  zoning  ordinance  changes 
sponsored  by  this  board  increasing  lot  sizes  to  a  high  of 
25,000  square  feet  and  a  low  of  15,000  square  feet  will 
substantially  reduce  large  scale  sub-division  activity  within 
the  Town. 

Studies  indicate  a  possible  reactivated  building  pro¬ 
gram  between  1960  and  1965  so  that  everything  possible 
must  be  done  to  prevent  any  large  scale  housing  develop¬ 
ments  below  our  required  high  standards. 

We  have  continued  our  efforts  to  promote  business  and 
industrial  activity  in  the  Town.  This  work  must  be  con¬ 
tinued  in  order  that  the  property  owners  will  not  have  to 
stand  annual  increases  in  the  tax  rate. 

Board  meetings  are  held  regularly  the  third  Mon¬ 
day  of  each  month  with  special  meetings  usually  held  the 
first  Monday.  Public  hearings  are  held  on  all  sub-division 
applications  and  also  prior  to  Town  Meeting  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  General  Laws.  Many  special 
meetings  have  been  held  with  other  department  officials 
and  committees  on  matters  relating  to  the  development  of 
the  Walworth  property,  and  the  proposed  multi-million 
dollar  shopping  center. 

In  the  past  the  board  has  inserted  articles  for  the  ac¬ 
ceptance  of  streets  constructed  within  sub-division  develop¬ 
ments  prior  to  complete  construction  and  installation  of 
utilities.  This  year,  afer  discussion  with  the  heads  of  the 
various  Town  Departments  it  was  felt  that  the  best  policy 
would  be  to  wait  until  all  construction  of  such  roadways 
and  utility  installation  was  complete  so  that  the  rights  of 
the  Town  under  any  sub-division  bonds  would  be  protected. 
This  action  has  been  further  prompted  by  the  many  com¬ 
plaints  on  drainage  problems  and  other  incompleted  items 
with  developments.  Our  future  policy  will  be  to  make 
certain  that  the  streets  and  utilities  are  completed  To  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Board  of  Health,  the  Water  Department, 
the  Engineering  Department  and  the  Highway  Department 
as  well  as  this  board,  prior  to  the  insertion  of  any  articles 
asking  for  street  acceptance. 

The  Planning  Board  has  coordinated  its  efforts  with 
the  Parks  and  Playground  Commissioners  and  other  site 
committees  in  locating  new  parks  or  in  setting  aside  Town 
owned  plots  for  future  development. 
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The  road  building  program  now  underway  within  the 
Town  is  a  challenge  not  only  to  the  Planning  Board  but  to 
all  Town  Departments  and  Officials  and  a  complete  co¬ 
ordination  of  efforts  is  necessary  for  the  future  welfare 
of  our  Community. 

The  Planning  Board  is  grateful  for  the  cooperation 
and  assistance  of  town  officials  and  especially  to  Mr.  Har¬ 
old  Pearl,  Town  Engineer  and  his  capable  staff.

Parks  and  Playgrounds 

During  the  past  seven  years  the  number  of  play¬ 
grounds  operated  by  the  Park  Commission  has  increased 
from  five  to  twelve.  Except  for  the  newer  developments, 
almost  every  section  of  town  has  a  neighborhood  play¬ 
ground  where  children  of  all  ages  may  attend  without  tra¬ 
veling  great  distances.  Each  area  has  excellent  facilities 
and  good  leadership  that  make  it  possible  to  conduct  a  pro¬ 
gram  of  athletics,  arts  and  crafts,  games  and  free  play  that 
should  appeal  to  all  children.  An  average  of  eight  hun¬ 
dred  children  come  to  the  twelve  playgrounds  each  day 
during  the  summer  to  participate  in  either  our  regular  pro¬ 
gram  or  the  special  events  that  are  planned. 

At  the  present  time  Braintree  has  one  of  the  best  swim¬ 
ming  programs  in  the  state.  Each  day  approximately  fifteen 
hundred  children  who  are  registered  for  swimming  classes 
learn  swimming  techniques  that  range  from  beginners  to 
life  saving.  All  of  the  swimming  instructors  are  trained  by 
the  Red  Cross  in  teaching  swimming  techniques,  life  saving, 
and  first  aid.  On  week  ends  particularly  there  are  frequent¬ 
ly  over  two  thousand  people  using  Sunset  Lake  and  a  great¬ 
ly  improved  Swifts  Beach  for  recreational  and  family  swim¬ 
ming.  Parking  space,  especially  at  Sunset  Lake,  is  a  major 
problem  and  will  continue  to  get  worse  as  the  town  grows 
and  more  people  take  advantage  of  this  recreational  area. 
There  exists  great  possibilities  to  expand  our  program  at 
Sunset  Lake  to  include  boating  and  sailing  instruction  as 
well  as  diving.  This  type  program  is  very  popular  and 
serves  a  real  need  in  a  town  in  our  geographical  location.

The  1957  winter  was  ideal  for  lake  and  pond  skating, 
the  best  in  over  ten  years.  Your  Park  Dept,  with  its  equip¬ 
ment  were  able  to  remove  snow  from  Sunset  Lake,  Faxon 
street  rink  and  a  section  of  the  Golf  course  where  skating 
was  carried  on.  During  the  winter  we  were  able  to  build 
a  regulation  swimming  dock  at  Sunset  Lake.  We  drove  our 
foundation  pipe  through  the  ice,  welded  braces  and  pads, 
drilled  and  installed  wood  frame  for  diving  platform. 
Working  on  the  ice  proved  very  successful.  We  hope  to 
make  another  swimming  dock  this  coming  winter  for  the 
older  boys  and  girls  of  the  town.  State  wide  swimming 
competition  would  then  be  carried  on. 

This  past  summer  drought  and  ban  on  the  use  of 
water  caused  considerable  damage  to  our  parks  and  Golf 
course.  Healthy  grasses  were  over  run  with  weeds.  These 
weeds  had  to  be  destroyed  before  their  seeds  could  develop, 
so  a  weed  killing  program  was  carried  on  at  Frenchs,  Hol¬ 
lis,  Watson,  Adams,  and  Faxon  late  this  fall. 

In  order  to  provide  good  playing  conditions  at  Hollis 
field  for  a  twenty-two  football  game  schedule  this  fall. 
The  Park  Dept,  cut  over  10,000  sq.  feet  of  sod  at  the  Golf 
course  and  transplanted  it  on  the  center  of  the  footall  field, 
thus  relieving  a  hard  burned  out  area.  Because  of  this 
project  the  Park  Dept,  has  made  a  large  nursery  at  the 
Golf  course  to  take  care  of  some  of  our  grass  sod  needs  in 
the  future. 

The  Park  and  Playground  Commission  are  grateful 
to  many  other  town  departments  for  their  generosity  in 
allowing  us  to  use  their  equipment  and  facilities  as  well  as 
assisting  us  to  make  our  areas  safe  and  clean.  Our  thanks 
also  to  the  service  organizations  in  town  for  their  gifts  that 
have  added  greatly  to  our  facilities  and  program.

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Veterans  Services 

During  the  year  of  1957,  assistance  has  been  granted 
to  129  cases  involving  304  persons.  This  is  an  increase 
of  14  cases  over  the  year  1956.  The  veteran  population 
of  Braintree  is  increasing  steadily,  therefore  the  demands 
on  this  Department  are  greater. 

The  Department  is  operated  under  Chapter  115  of 
the  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth,  as  amended  by 
Chapter  584  of  the  Acts  of  1946  in  the  administering  of 
Veterans  Benefits. 

Upon  proper  application,  a;d  is  rendered  to  eligible 
Veterans,  their  dependents,  or  dependents  of  deceased 
veterans.  The  budget  assigned  by  the  Commissioner  of 
Veterans  Services  is  the  determining  factor  as  to  the 
amount  of  aid  granted  an  applicant.  Any  assistance 
given  is  not  to  be  taken  as  a  pension,  but  rather  temporary 
aid.  On  all  expenditures  approved  by  the  State  Depart¬ 
ment,  the  Town  is  reimbursed  50%. 

The  facilities  of  this  office  are  available  at  all  times 
for  the  filing  of  forms  for  pensions,  disabilities,  etc.,  or 
w‘th  any  problem  with  which  a  veteran  may  be  con¬ 
fronted.  The  services  of  a  Notory  Public  and  the  photo¬ 
stating  of  papers  for  veterans  and  their  dependents  may 
be  had  through  this  Department  at  no  charge.

DENTAL  HYGIENIST  REPORT 
September  5,  1957 — December  20,  1957 

At  the  opening  of  the  school  year  dental  examinations 
were  given  to  all  the  pupils  from  kindergarten  through  the 
eighth  grades. 

The  local  dentists  were  contacted  and  they  volunteered 
their  services  to  do  the  general  examinations. 
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Following  the  examinations,  notices  went  home  to  the 
parents  of  those  children  who  were  found  in  need  of  dental 
attention. 

On  the  notices  it  was  requested  that  all  parents  ar¬ 
range  for  the  dental  work  to  be  done  by  their  family  dentist. 

Those  cards  returned  requesting  clinic  were  carefully 
studied  and  consulted  with  the  teachers  of  the  building 
where  the  child  was  attending  school,  also  district  super¬ 
visor,  district  principal  and  school  nurse. 

Other  letters,  telephone  calls  were  made  to  parents, 
as  the  occasion  called  for. 

By  determining  the  number  of  days  in  the  school  year 
that  the  dentist  could  work  and  considering  the  increased 
population  the  conditions  of  the  teeth  in  each  building,  a 
working  schedule  was  planned  whereby  the  clinic  would 
remain  in  each  building  a  certain  number  of  weeks  during 
the  year. 

The  dental  hygienist  precedes  the  dentist  in  each 
building  where  she  organizes  the  schedule  and  prepares 
the  clinical  cases  which  will  be  done  by  the  school  clinic. 

For  the  educational  part  of  the  program  dental  posters 
were  hung  in  the  buildings  also  reading  materials  pertain¬ 
ing  to  dental  health  and  brushing  habits  at  home  were 
distributed. 

After  the  first  of  the  year,  a  meeting  will  be  arranged 
with  Miss  Hayden,  Director  of  Visual  Aids  to  set  up  a  pro¬ 
gram  pertaining  to  films,  film  strips  according  to  age  levels 
in  all  the  schools. 

Dr.  Ludlow  will  continue  to  make  it  possible  to  give 
prizes  to  all  pupils  in  the  classrooms  which  attain  100% 
on  the  dental  charts,  by  contacting  local  dentists  for  dona¬ 
tions  to  be  used  for  this  purpose. 

Dr.  Bergman,  a  new  local  dentist  was  contacted  and 
he  volunteered  his  services  in  one  of  the  schools. 

I  attended  the  National  Dental  Convention  held  at 
Miami,  Florida,  November  2nd  through  November  5,  1957. 

As  a  result  of  the  meeting,  I  brought  back  some 
valuable  information  <on  Stannous  Fluoride. 

According  to  the  recent  clinical  studies  at  the  Indiana 
State  Board  of  Health  and  at  the  Indiana  University,  it  has 
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appeared  clinically  evident  that  a  single  application  of  a 
highly  concentrated  2%  or  4%  Stannous  Fluoride  solution 
is  equally  effective  if  not  more  so  than  four  treatments  of 
2%  Sodium  fluoride  solution. 

After  four  treatments  of  the  2%  Sodium  fluoride  a 
reduction  in  dental  cavities  is  effective  40%  -  60%  only  on 
healthy  childrens’  teeth. 

Stannous  Fluoride  is  80%  effective  on  teeth  with  den¬ 
tal  cavities  not  only  on  the  teeth  of  children,  but  also  on 
adults. 

I  have  obtained  from  Indiana  University  a  small 
amount  of  the  Stannous  fluoride  gratis  and  upon  request 
1  will  be  able  to  obtain  more  for  use  in  my  clinical  practice 
in  the  school  clinics. 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  thank  all  the  local  dentists 
for  their  valued  services  in  completing  the  general  exami¬ 
nations.

Diphtheria  Clinic:  The  Diphtheria  Clinic  held  in  the 
spring  was  well  attended.  Some  58  children  had  the  triple 
antigen  shots  of  diphtheria  tetanus-pertussis,  and  589  chil¬ 
dren  had  the  booster  shots  administered  consisting  of  diph¬ 
theria  and  tetanus  toxoids.  Those  children  administered 
by  their  own  doctor  were  411  in  number,  making  in  all  a 
grand  total  of  1058  children  having  had  the  necessary  shots. 
Again  the  co-operation  agencies  of  the  Braintree  Visiting 
Nurse  Association,  the  School  Department  nurses  and  at¬ 
tending  physicians  served  to  make  the  clinic  a  succes. 
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Milk  Testing:  Once  each  month  samples  of  milk  were 
taken  from  dealers  delivering  milk  in  Braintree.  These 
samples  were  tested  for  butter  fat,  total  solids,  phosphates, 
bacteria  and  ooli.  The-e  tests  reveal  that  the  milk  being 
del  vercd  in  Bra'nt  ee  maintains  a  consistently  high  level. 
It  is  nleasing  to  report  that  no  milk-borne  disease  has  oc¬ 
curred  in  Braintree  for  quite  some  few  years.  Any  resident 
of  Braintree,  so  desiring,  can  review  the  results  of  these 
tests  at  the  Board  of  Health  Office. 

Eating  and  Drmking  EstabTishmonts :  The  over-all 
results  of  the  program  for  the  inspection  of  eating  and 
drinking  establishments,  including  the  Schools  and  Indus¬ 
trial  Cafeterias  indicate  a  steady  and  healthy  graph  of  im¬ 
provement  A  bi-monthly  test  cf  all  establishments  was 
made  and  results  of  these  tests  (bacteria  count)  were  for¬ 
warded  to  each  establishment.  In  the  event  high  bacteria 
count  was  recorde,  an  immediate  re-check  test  was  con¬ 
ducted,  and  steps  taken  to  remedy  questionable  sources  of 
high  incident. 

Tuberculosis  Prevention,  Communicable  Diseases  and 
Health  Education:  The  execution  of  the  various  pregrams 
connected  with  the  above  named  captions  have  been  very 
efficiently  carried  out  by  the  Braintree  Visiting  Nurse  As¬ 
sociation.  Braintree  still  continues  to  report  a  low  incident 
of  communicable  diseases.  Credit  should  also  be  given  to 
the  Braintree  School  Department  Health  Division  for  its 
active  participation  in  the  co-operative  and  assistance  ren¬ 
dered  to  these  Health  Programs. 

Constant  use  of  the  facilities  of  the  State  Department 
of  Public  Health,  and  the  South  Metropolitan  Division  of 
the  State  Department  of  Public  Health  were  employed. 
Their  ready  and  willing  co-operation  in  all  matters  have 
been  most  helpful  and  appreciative. 

Polio  Clinics:  The  Board  of  Health  in  conjunction 
with  the  Braintree  Visiting  Nurse  Association, '  School 
Health  Department  and  all  the  Doctors  conducted  in  all 
five  Polio  Clinics — one  in  March  1957,  three  in  April  1957 
and  one  in  June  1957. 

The  Clinics  were  held  in  the  Town  Hall  which  proved 
a  most  ideal  set-up  for  conducting  mass  inoculations.  Ap¬ 
proximately  8,000  children  ranging  in  age  from  6  months 
to  19  years  attended  these  Clinics.  Many  more  should  have 
taken  advantage  of  these  Clinics  and  the  Board  hereby 
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does  urge  all  those  eligible  who  did  not  attend  these  Clinics 
to  visit  their  own  private  Doctor  and  receive  their  inocu¬ 
lation. 

It  is  most  gratifying  to  report  that  Braintree  did  not 
have  a  single  case  of  Polio  to  submit  during  the  past  year. 

The  Board  of  Health  through  this  medium  does  express 
its  sincere  gratitude  to  the  Doctors,  the  Braintree  Visiting 
Nurse  Association  and  their  auxiliaries,  the  School  Health 
Department  and  the  following  organizations:  Kiwanis 
Club,  Catholic  Women’s  Club,  Braintree  Women’s’  Club 
and  Women’s  Club  of  South  Congregational  Church,  for 
their  gracious  co-operation  in  making  these  Clinics  a  pro¬ 
found  success. 

Equine  Encephalitis:  By  virtue  iof  the  good  wisdom 
of  the  Town  Meeting  Members  March  1957  there  was  voted 
a  sum  of  $2,000  for  anti  encephalitis  auxiliary  spraying. 

This  program  was  carried  out  very  effectively  and 
efficiently  by  the  contractors  so  designated  by  the  Board. 

The  Board  is  again  pleased  to  report  that  not  a  case  of 
Equine  Encephalitis  occurred  in  Braintree  in  1957  and  we 
hope  that  a  similar  report  may  be  made  in  1958. 

Soot  Fall-out:  Due  to  the  numerous  complaints  re¬ 
ceived  by  the  Board  of  Health  your  Board  made  arrange¬ 
ments  with  the  State  Board  of  Health  to  investigate  the 
source  or  sources  of  this  nuisance. 

Late  this  fall  delicate  detective  instruments  were 
placed  on  the  roofs  of  the  Ross  and  Watson  Schools  to  track 
the  incident  and  amount  of  the  Soot  fall-out.  To  date  the 
Board  has  not  received  a  report  from  the  State  but  on  re¬ 
ceipt  will  publish  same. 

The  Board  expresses  appreciation  to  the  School  De¬ 
partment  for  their  co-operation  in  permitting  these  instru¬ 
ments  to  be  placed  on  the  roofs  of  the  above  named  schools. 

Asian  Influenza:  In  early  Spring  the  country  was 
more  or  less  alerted  to  the  possibility  of  an  Influenza  Epi¬ 
demic — a  so  called  Asian  Influenza. 

Your  Board  immediately  instituted  preventive  meas¬ 
ures.  Although  not  conducting  mass  Clinics  the  Board  did 
order  and  furnish  the  various  priority  groups  in  town  with 
the  Asian  Virus  Vaccine.  These  groups  included  the  Police 
and  Fire  Departments,  the  Water  Department  and  Electric 
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Light  Department,  the  Highway  and  Sewer  Departments, 
the  Visiting  Nurse  Association  and  the  Town  Hall  Em¬ 
ployees  and  School  Department. 

The  Board  further  through  publications  urged  all  peo¬ 
ple  of  Braintree  to  visit  their  own  family  doctor  and  to 
secure  an  inoculation. 

By  results  and  reports,  we  feel  the  incident  of  this 
disease  was  kept  to  a  minimum. 

Plumbing  Inspector’s  Report:  Under  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Board  of  Health  a  total  of  532  inspections  were  com¬ 
pleted  by  the  Plumbing  Inspector.  Before  any  inspection  is 
considered  complete  the  work  must  fully  meet  the  Plumb¬ 
ing  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Board  of  Health.

Child  Care  Agencies:  Due  to  the  increase  in  appli¬ 
cations  for  Child  Care  Agencies  the  Board  felt  that  certain 
Rules  &  Regulations  should  be  adopted  governing  the 
operations  of  such  Agencies. 

After  long  and  diligent  study  of  this  matter  and  with 
the  valuable  assistance  from  Doctor  Audrey  Bill  of  the 
State  Health  Department,  Rules  and  Regulations  were  set 
up  and  legally  adopted  governing  the  operation  of  these 
Agencies. 

Before  an  applicant  receives  a  license  to  conduct  a 
Child  Care  Agency  these  Rules  and  Regulations  must  be 
strictly  followed.  Periodic  inspections  will  be  made  by 
the  Board  of  Health  to  assure  that  all  these  provisions  con¬ 
cerning  the  conduct  of  an  Agency  are  being  honored.

REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES 

To  the  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Braintree : 

During  the  past  year  the  Trustees  of  the  Thayer 
Public  Library  have  been  engaged  in  a  study  of  the  scope 
and  quality  of  the  services  rendered  to  all  parts  of  the 
town.  Ar  a  result,  our  Branch  Library  system  was  the 
object  of  a  thorough  survey  under  the  direction  of  Mrs. 
George  Galick  of  the  Massachusetts  Division  of  Library 
Extension.  Miss  Hall,  our  librarian,  has  ably  summarized 
the  details  of  the  survey  in  her  report  which  follows.  As 
a  result  of  the  study,  the  Trustees  voted  unanimously  to 
close  the  Braintree  Branch.  Other  recommendations 
made  in  the  survey  are  under  consideration  and  steps 
will  be  taken  at  the  opportune  time  seeking  to  improve 
and  bolster  our  facilities  for  providing  adequate  library 
services  in  the  outlying  areas.  Specifically,  it  is  planned 
that  a  sub-committee  be  formed  to  study  the  various 
suggestions  that  have  been  made  for  improving  the  serv¬ 
ices  offered  in  East  Braintree,  and  in  the  fast  growing 
southwest  and  northwest  sections  of  the  town.  Despite 
the  closing  of  the  Braintree  Branch,  circulation  figures 
have  been  climbing  steadily,  more  than  making  up  the 
deficit  caused  by  the  closing.  The  Town  should  be  pre¬ 
pared  to  keep  pace  with  this  growth  by  providing  in¬ 
creasing  numbers  of  books  and  improved  library  facilities. 

Many  thanks  are  due  the  Braintree  Historical  So¬ 
ciety  and  many  other  local  organizations  and  individuals 
for  making  it  poss'ble  for  the  Library  to  have  the  beauti¬ 
ful  mural  depicting  Quincy  Avenue  and  the  Toll  Bridge 
as  they  were  in  1850.  This  mural  is  the  work  of  one  of 
Braintree’s  eminent  sons — Carroll  M.  Bill — now  of  Wey¬ 
mouth.  It  was  in  large  part  due  to  Mr.  Bill’s  generous 
offer  of  his  talents  at  a  verv  modest  expense,  that  the 
townspeople  were  encouraged  to  make  the  effort  to  raise 
the  needed  sum.  We  are  proud  to  have  this  artistic  and 
historic  mural  gracing  the  wall  of  cur  auditorium. 

In  May  of  1957,  a  small  meet'ng  was  held  to  test 
the  sentiment  for  forming  a  Friends  of  the  Library  Group 
which  would  have  as  its  goal  the  staunch  support  of 
Library  objectives.  Schools  have  their  P.T.A.’s,  churches 
have  their  guilds  and  societies,  and  the  library  feels  the 
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need  of  a  group  that  is  interested  in  furthering  the  role  of 
the  library  in  the  cultural  and  educational  life  of  the 
community.  Much  interest  was  evident  among  those 
present  and  it  is  hoped  that  steps  may  soon  be  taken  to 
further  this  idea.  Persons  who  may  be  interested  in  par¬ 
ticipating  in  such  an  organization  are  invited  to  communi¬ 
cate  with  the  Librarian. 

The  Trustees  gratefully  acknowledge  a  gift  of 
$545.45  from  the  estate  of  Dr.  Frank  Kenna  to  be  used 
by  the  Trustees  as  may  be  desired.  Dr.  Kenna,  who  lived 
on  Holmes  Street  near  the  Quincy  line,  was  a  frequent 
visitor  at  the  Library.  The  Trustees  plan  to  put  this 
money  to  some  special  use  which  will  fittingly  identify 
the  donor.  Seventeen  titles  have  been  added  this  year 
to  the  Stacy  B.  Southworth  Lincoln  Library.  Gifts  of  books 
or  funds  to  this  special  library  are  always  welcome.  We 
hope  someday  to  have  one  of  the  finest  of  such  collections 
in  this  area. 

At  the  close  of  the  year,  the  Trustees  received  word 
that  neither  Mrs.  Rogers  nor  Mrs.  Wetherbee  would  be 
candidates  for  re-election  in  1958.  This  news  was  re¬ 
ceived  with  profound  regret.  Both  of  these  Public 
Spirited  ladies  have  served  the  library  long,  faithfully  and 
well.  Both  have  left  their  marks  of  influence.  Mrs. 
Wetherbee,  through  her  knowledge  and  interest,  influ¬ 
enced  the  assembling  of  a  fine  section  on  antiques,  art 
and  china.  Mrs.  Rogers  served  as  Secretary  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  for  the  last  twelve  years.  Some  time  ago 
Mrs.  Rogers  prepared  a  History  of  the  Thayer  Public 
Library  for  a  paper  read  before  the  Historical  Society. 
She  also  wrote  a  “Library  Column”  for  the  Bra'ntree 
Observer  on  books  and  items  of  interest.  The  genFemen 
of  the  Board  will  miss  the  gracious  presence  and  the  long 
experience  of  these  Trustees. 

The  Trustees  of  Thayer  Public  Library  all  join  in 
hearty  praise  for  the  librarians  and  other  members  of  the 
library  staff  who  reveal  to  us  in  their  daily  duties  how 
dedicated  they  all  are  to  their  work  and  to  the  service 
of  the  townspeople.

REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN 

In  the  Library  Report  for  1956,  the  librarian  made 
special  mention  of  the  status  of  the  Braintree  Branch 
Library,  and  of  a  forthcoming  survey  of  the  branch  situa¬ 
tion  throughout  the  town. 

On  February  28,  Mrs.  George  J.  Galick,  Director  of 
the  Massachusetts  Division  of  Library  Extension,  and  Miss 
Alice  Cahill,  Supervisor  of  Field  Services  visited  the  Li- 
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TirCenV  of  Circulation  Tncreost,  in  Nor»-F\c,V\*r\  - 


brary  to  make  this  survey.  They  went  over,  carefully, 
statistics  for  the  circulation  of  each  branch  from  1946- 
1956;  operating  costs  in  1956;  and  a  map  showing  the 
location  of  branches,  schools,  new  housing  developments, 
and  concentric  circles  denoting  the  relating  of  each  branch 
to  the  Main  Library  and  to  each  other.  They  were  then

taken  on  a  tour  of  the  town  from  wh’ch  they  could  get 
first  hand  information  of  the  condition  of  each  branch 
building  and  the  areas  served  by  each  branch  unit.  The 
conclusions  from  this  survey  contained  in  the  report  to 
the  Trustees  made  the  fohowing  recommendations: 

1.  “The  Braintree  Branch  no  longer  justifies  its 
existence.  It  should  be  closed.  It  is  economically 
unsound  and  administratively  inefficient  to  con¬ 
tinue  a  branch  library  operation  which  costs  more 
per  book  circulation  than  either  of  the  other  two 
busier  branch  operations,  particularly  when  al¬ 
most  50%  of  the  area  served  falls  within  a  one- 
mile  radius  of  the  Main  Library  building. ” 

2.  “It  is  recommended  that  the  closing  of  this  branch 
be  a  first  step  in  a  long  range  program  for  im¬ 
proving  library  service  to  Braintree  residents 
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where  there  is  no  coverage  in  many  outlying  sec¬ 
tions.” 

3.  “The  Branch  service  outlet  for  East  Braintree 
residents  is  crowded  and  small  without  any  pro¬ 
vision  for  off  street  parking  facilities  on  a  very 
heavily  travelled  highway.”  Several  suggestions 
were  made  for  possible  relocation  of  the  branch 
and  improvement  of  its  facilities. 

4.  Finally,  the  report  states,  “Braintree  covers  an 
area  of  13.7  square  miles.  Several  new  housing 
developments  have  come  into  existence ;  .  .  . 
many  of  these  are  some  distance  from  the  Main 
Library  or  the  East  Braintree  or  Highlands 
branch.  It  would  seem  that  the  inauguration  of 
a  Bookmobile  service  would  be  the  best  method 
of  further  extending  town  1  brary  service  to 
these  areas.  This  bookmobile  could  also  be  the 
substitute  for  the  Braintree  Branch  Library  .  .  .” 


After  considering  this  report,  the  Trustees  agreed 
that  He  Braintree  Branch  had  served  a  great  need  during 
the  Depression  days  and  the  War  years  when  gasoline 
rationing  made  it  difficult  for  people  to  go  to  South 
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ON  WINGS  OF  SONG 


Braintree,  but  that  at  present  the  cost  and  the  use  made 
of  the  branch  no  longer  justified  its  continued  operation. 
Consequently  the  Branch  was  discontinued  as  of  July  1. 
Mrs.  Gertrude  Bates,  formerly  librarian  of  the  branch  is 
now  serving  the  Main  Library.  The  Librarian  and  Trustees 
realize  that  this  step  has  caused  a  hardship  to  some  of  the 
B  amtree  borrowers;  however,  they  are  gratified  that 
the  majority  of  these  people  are  now  using  the  Main 
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Library  regularly.  WhTe  many  of  the  children  from  this 
area  do  come  to  the  Main  Library,  it  has  been  more  diffi¬ 
cult  for  them  to  make  the  change.  It  is  the  children 
who  live  in  the  Lakeside  School  area  who  are  particularly 
affected.  This  Northwest  corner  of  the  town  is  one  of 
the  areas  which  needs  some  form  of  library  service,  and 
which  could  be  effectively  served  by  a  Bookmobile.  In 
fact,  requests  have  come  to  the  Librarian  and  Trustees 
from  residents  in  the  Granite  Park  area  for  bookmobile 
or  other  type  of  library  service. 

LIBRARY  CONTINUES  TO  GROW 

The  statistics  at  the  beginning  of  this  report  show 
that  in  spite  of  the  closing  of  the  Braintree  Branch,  there 
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was  an  overall  increase  in  the  number  of  loans  over  1956 
of  22,737  or  an  increase  of  8%.  At  the  Main  Library  the 
increase  in  books  was  28,640  or  13%  and  1,407  or  60% 
gain  in  records  loaned.  For  the  first  time  in  the  history 
of  the  library  the  number  of  loans  has  exceeded  300,000. 

Last  year  in  the  children’s  department,  the  books 
circulated  in  the  school  deposits  showed  the  largest  gain; 
this  year,  the  books  circulated  over  the  desk  showed  the 
largest  gain.  This  is  the  way  that  Mrs.  Blair,  the  chil¬ 
dren’s  librarian,  would  prefer  to  have  it.  It  shows  that 
children  come  to  the  library  on  their  own  and  borrow 
books  because  they  like  to  read,  and  not  because  they 
have  to,  as  might  be  the  case  in  a  classroom.  As  might 
be  expected  the  subject  books  in  the  children’s  room 
which  showed  the  greatest  increase  were  again  the 
Science  Books.  A  few  years  ago  Biographies  were  read 
the  most,  now  Science  and  Biography  are  running  neck 
and  neck.  Mrs.  Blair,  has  enlarged  the  collection  of 
science  books  by  buying  more  copies  of  books  already 
owned,  and  by  adding  as  many  new  science  titles  as 
possible.  She  has  also  kept  this  collection  up-to-date, 
by  carefully  going  over  each  title  and  weeding  out  all 
science  books  which  were  out  of  date,  with  the  exception 
of  a  few  which  might  be  valuable  for  historical  reasons. 

The  accompanying  chart  indicates  that  in  the  Adult 
Department  there  was  a  gain  in  all  classes  of  non-fiction. 
Here,  the  class  with  the  largest  per  cent  of  gain  is  rather 
surprising;  Religious  Books  with  a  gain  of  53%.  The 
staff  cannot  attribute  this  to  any  one  particular  reason. 
They  feel  that  it  follows  a  general  nationwide  realization 
•of  the  need  for  spiritual  help  in  these  modern  times. 

The  use  of  the  library  for  Reference  purposes  is 
growing  and  the  evening  attendance  in  the  reference 
room  and  stack  study  tables  is  often  at  capacity.  High 
School  and  College  students  are  finding  that  they  must 
take  their  studying  seriously  in  order  to  make  the  grade 
in  the  strenuous  competition  to  enter  and  to  stay  in 
college  once  they  have  been  admitted.  Even  during  va¬ 
cations  the  tables  are  full  with  college  students  home  for 
the  holidays. 

With  this  constant  use  of  reference  books  and  en¬ 
cyclopedias,  mutilation  has  increased;  we  have  been  very 
free  from  this  problem  until  this  year.  A  few  volumes  of 
encyclopedias  have  been  missing  entirely;  but  the  worst 
problem  is  when  pages  are  cut  out,  or  pictures  and  parts 
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of  pages  are  taken.  Notebook  assignments  where  illus¬ 
trations  have  to  be  used  are  one  cause  for  this.  We  regret 
that  the  easiest  way  for  a  pupil  to  get  his  illustrations  is 
to  take  them  out  of  a  library  book.  In  the  evening  when 
it  is  very  busy  at  both  the  charging  desk  and  in  the  refer¬ 
ence  section,  it  is  impossible  for  two  staff  members  to 
charge  and  discharge  books,  search  for  answers  to  refer¬ 
ence  questions,  and  keep  watch  over  a  roomful  of  stu¬ 
dents.  Unfortunately  the  problem  of  mutilation  is  not 
only  confined  to  students  and  reference  books.  Recently 
a  new  cook  book  was  found  to  have  several  pages  of 
recipes  torn  from  it;  this  had  only  circulated  to  adult 
women. 


SURVEY  OF  LIBRARY  USERS 

It  is  the  custom  of  the  Library  to  re-register  adult 
borowers  every  three  years.  This  keeps  the  file  of  li¬ 
brary  users  more  accurate ;  weeds  out  those  who  have 
moved  out  of  town,  and  corrects  any  change  of  address 
within  the  town.  In  June  of  1957,  we  began  this  re¬ 
registration.  A  card  is  sent  to  each  borrower  whose  cards 
expire  within  a  certain  month  asking  him  to  come  in  to 
sign  a  new  card  if  he  wishes  to  continue  as  a  library  user. 
After  a  period  of  three  months,  if  a  card  is  still  in  the 
old  files,  the  cards  are  looked  over  and  the  names  with¬ 
drawn  unless  the  staff  members  recognize  people  who 
for  various  reasons  may  not  have  been  able  to  come  to 
the  library  to  sign  again.  In  this  case,  a  telephone  call 
and  a  card  sent  to  the  borrower  in  the  mail  may  keep 
his  name  on  file.  However,  we  urge  borrowers  to  renew 
their  cards  as  soon  as  possible. 

On  the  registration  card  there  is  a  place  for  the  bor¬ 
rower  to  put  his  occupation  and  also  any  special  interests 
or  hobbies.  While  this  information  is  not  obligatory,  it  is 
important  and  helpful  in  the  process  of  book  selection. 
During  this  card  renewal,  we  have  also  been  making  a 
file  of  occupations  and  special  interests  which  were  listed. 
According  to  the  old  Nursery  Rhymes,  “The  Butcher, 
The  Baker,  The  Candlestick  Maker”;  and  “Doctor,  Law¬ 
yer,  Indian  Ch/ef”  these, — with  the  exception  of  the 
Candlestick  Maker  and  Indian  Chief, — and  many  more 
are  all  represented  as  library  users,  whether  for  educa¬ 
tional  or  recreational  reasons.  One  hundred  three  dif¬ 
ferent  occupations  including  the  following  were  listed  :

When  it  comes  to  fipec'al  Interests,  they  run  all  the  way 
from  Airplanes  to  Youth  activities,  including  such  in¬ 
terests  as  “Fence  viewing,”  Hypnosis,  Light-fusion,  Maine, 
Speech.  Sports  and  Music  are  about  tied  for  the  largest 
number  of  enthusiasts. 

MUSIC 

This  interest  in  Music  has  doubtless  been  fostered  to 
a  certain  extent  by  the  establishment  of  the  Music  Room 
and  Record  Collection,  and  it  shows  this  service  is  de¬ 
finitely  worthwhile.  Miss  Mary  Valentine,  in  charge  of 
the  record  collection,  reports  that  in  addition  to  the  in¬ 
crease  of  60%  in  the  borrowing  of  records,  the  record 
player  in  the  Library’s  Music  Room  was  in  use  for  a  total 
of  about  100  hours  during  the  year.  During  the  month 
of  October,  Miss  Valentine  arranged  a  series  of  four 
weekly  record  programs  with  the  themes  “New  England 
Music”;  “Panorama  of  America”;  “Tribute  to  Hungary”; 
“Ports  of  Call”.  While  these  programs  were  not  too 
largely  attended,  those  who  were  present  were  very  en¬ 
thusiastic.  At  each  group  meeting,  Miss  Valentine  ar¬ 
ranged  pictures  of  composers  and  places  represented  by 
the  music  to  be  played;  also  books  on  music  or  travel  for 
follow-up  reading.  This  year  we  expect  to  plan  a  similar 
series  and  with  more  publicity  and  possibly  a  more  popu¬ 
lar  time  we  hope  that  more  people  will  be  able  to  enjoy 
this  group  listening  to  good  music.

EXHIBITS 


The  displays  in  the  large  exhibit  case  of  the  library 
also  tied  in  with  music  groups,  during  this  period,  as  it 
has  been  the  aim  of  Mrs.  Tovet  to  work  in  exhibits 
which  would  support  another  library  feature  when¬ 
ever  possible.  Especially  attractive  was  the  display 
representing  music  of  America:  An  early  American  barn 
with  tiny  figures  square  dancing;  a  Victorian  band  stand, 
and  the  Modern  Esplanade  Shell  which  houses  the  Boston 
Symphony  orchestra  for  its  esplanade  concerts;  the 
figures  of  the  orchestra  players  and  their  instruments  made 
to  scale  by  Miss  Valentine  and  Mrs.  Tovet  were  a  work  of 
art.  One  of  the  loveliest  displays  was  an  exhibit  of  por¬ 
celain  and  china  to  illustrate  several  beautiful  new  books 
on  these  subjects.  Most  of  these  articles  were  loaned  by 
Mrs,  Charles  Stockbridge.  Another  exhibit  of  particular 
note  was  the  exhibit  of  Indian  materials  and  artifacts 
which  was  a  part  of  the  large  exhibit  arranged  by  the 
Braintree  Historical  Society  in  the  room  below  the  library 
auditorium.  These  were  loaned  to  the  Historical  Society 
by  Mr.  Milton  Babcock  during  the  month  of  May.  Chil¬ 
dren  from  schools  within  walking  distance  of  the  library 
came  in  groups  to  see  the  complete  Indian  exhibit,  and 
this  apparently  made  a  great  impression  on  them,  for 
even  now  almost  every  week  some  child  asks  if  he  can  see 
the  “Indian  museum”.  In  connection  with  the  various 
exhibits,  the  library  is  grateful  to  the  following  for  loans 
of  illustrative  materials:

GIFTS 

Several  noteworthy  gifts  have  become  available  to 
the  library  during  1957.  Two  have  already  been  men¬ 
tioned  in  the  report  of  the  Trustees;  that  of  the  Mural, 
and  the  gift  from  the  estate  of  Dr.  Frank  Kenna.  The 
Mural  is  a  great  addition  to  the  auditorium  of  the  library; 
it  adds  a  focal  point  of  interest  and  color  and  it  perpetu¬ 
ates  one  of  the  early  scenes  in  Braintree’s  history.  This 
was  truly  a  community  enterprise,  and  many  have  been 
the  enthusiastic  comments  on  this  decorative  addition 
to  the  library. 
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Another  gift  was  from  the  former  Braintree  Girl 
Scout  Council.  In  December  this  office  was  discontinued, 
as  Braintree’s  Council  combined  with  several  other  towns 
on  the  South  Shore  to  form  the  Mayflower  Council  with 
headquarters  to  be  located  in  Hingham.  The  Braintree 
office  had  collected  a  library  of  materials  for  the  use  of 
its  leaders  in  Brownie  and  Girl  Scout  Troops.  The  Brain¬ 
tree  Council  felt  that  it  would  like  to  have  its  material 
remain  in  Braintree  for  its  own  Scouts,  and  the  library 
would  be  the  logical  recipient.  The  Library  is  grateful 
for  this  gift  of  fifty  books  and  pamphlets  on  Scouting, 
crafts  and  camping.  As  soon  as  these  have  been  pro¬ 
cessed  they  will  be  put  on  a  special  shelf  for  Girl  Scout 
Leaders.  In  some  cases  where  there  are  several  copies  of 
one  title,  one  copy  will  be  sent  to  the  East  Braintree 
Branch  for  the  use  of  leaders  in  that  vicinity. 

W e  are  grateful  to  the  many  inividuals  who  have 
given  books  to  the  library.  One  special  gift  of  forty  books 
was  from  a  family  moving  to  Florida.  These  were  mostly 
current  popular  adult  titles,  all  of  which  we  were  glad 
to  have  extra  copies.  Seventeen  titles  have  been  added  to 
the  Southworth  Lincoln  collection  during  the  year.  In 
a]l  we  have  received  from  one  source  or  another  229 
worthwhile  books  as  gifts. 

NATIONAL  LIBRARY  WEEK 

In  March  1958  there  is  to  be  observed  an  event  of 
importance  to  all  people  throughout  the  country.  This  is 
National  Library  Week  from  March  16-22,  1958,  spon¬ 
sored  by  the  American  Library  Association  and  the 
National  Book  Committee.  The  theme:  “WAKE  UP  AND 
READ”.  Already  many  national  magazines  have  fea¬ 
tured  articles  about  libraries  and  reading.  Good  House¬ 
keeping  for  November  in  an  article  telling  of  the  many 
services  available  to  citizens  at  their  public  library  says 
“this  month  as  Thanksg'ving  approaches  count  it  among 
your  blessings”.  This  Week  Magazine  in  its  article  of 
October  20,  1957  says  “What  is  reading?  It  is  KNOWL¬ 
EDGE  ...  It  is  MAGIC  ...  It  is  TODAY  ...  It  is  IDEAS. 
Is  this  all?  No,  it  is  WISDOM,  too  and  INSPIRATION. 
Reading  is  absorbing,  it  is  exciting,  it  is  vital.  In  short, 
there  are  hidden  riches  waiting  for  everyone  who  re¬ 
sponds  to  this  message:  WAKE  UP  AND  READ.” 

The  staff  of  the  Thayer  Public  Library  also  counts 
among  its  many  blessings,  its  library  borrowers  and 
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friends,  and  we  count  it  a  high  privilege  to  be  able  to 
serve  the  c'tizens  of  Braintree.  During  this  National 
Library  Week,  we  hope  to  be  able  to  offer  the  citizens 
some  program  in  keeping  with  the  general  theme,  which 
mav  be  an  incentive  to  all  peoole  to  WAKE  UP  AND 
READ  not  only  during  National  Library  Week,  but  all 
through  the  years  to  come.

In  1957  out  of  a  toal  of  1,066  calls  of  all  descriptions 
151  fires  resulted  with  a  loss  totaling  $73,118.69  with  a 
property  valuation  involved  by  fire  of  $896,020.00. 

Fire  prevention  being  the  most  effective  weapon  in 
lowering  the  fire  loss  and  minimizing  the  physical  dangers 
to  our  people,  we  have  introduced  the  Junior  Fire  Marshall 
Program  which  has  contributed  measurably  in  controlling 
hazardous  conditions  in  the  homes.  Over  3,000  homes  in 
the  Town  of  Braintree  were  inspected,  cleared  of  any 
fire  hazard  through  a  questionnaire  by  a  Junior  Fire  Mar¬ 
shall.  The  questionnaire  was  then  returned  to  the  school 
teacher  before  receiving  a  reward.  We  feel  this  plan 
along  with  the  Fire  Department  Fire  Prevention  program 
is  far  reaching  in  reducing  our  fire  losses  and  protecting  the 
lives  of  our  people. 
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A  DISASTROUS  FIRE  CAUSED  BY  AUTOMOBILE  ACCIDENT  ON  DECEMBER  11,  1957  IN  EAST  BRAINTREE  SQUARE 


The  three  fire  stations  are  in  very  good  condition  and 
require  only  the  usual  maintenance  to  keep  them  in  good 
repair. 

The  Fire  Alarm  System  is  in  very  gond  condition,  13 
new  fire  alarm  boxes  were  added  to  the  system  in  1957, 
consisting  of  10  street  boxes  in  new  locations  and  3  master 
fire  alarm  boxes  for  school  and  factory  protection.  The 
installation  of  red  lights  over  the  fire  alarm  boxes  should 
control  speedy  location  at  night. 

The  apparatus  and  equipment  are  in  very  good  condi¬ 
tion  except  for  an  18  year  old  forest  fire  truck  that  should 
be  replaced  this  year  with  a  combination  forest  fire  and 
emergency  truck  capable  of  carrying  600  gallons  of  water, 
to  take  care  of  fires  that  will  occur  on  our  new  highway 
system,  without  hydrant  reserve. 

Mutual  Aid  plays  a  very  important  part  in  the  pro¬ 
tection  of  life  and  property.  We  are  grateful  to  have 
automatic  Mutual  Aid  with  our  neighboring  city  and  towns. 

Our  two  way  radio  purchased  in  1951  with  one  mobile 
added  each  year  until  all  apparatus  are  radio  eauinped, 
provides  instantaneous  and  reliable  communication  be¬ 
tween  Fire  Headquarters  and  fire  apparatus  and  men, 
contributing  to  the  efficiency  of  the  Fire  Service. 

In  1958  we  should  complete  the  School  Building 
sprinkler  program.  All  2nd  and  3rd  class  school  buildings 
will  be  protected  by  automatic  fire  alarm  and  sprinkler 
systems. 

The  large  reduction  in  insurance  premiums  has  in 
many  cases  been  the  prevailing  reason  for  installing  auto¬ 
matic  sprinklers.  Oftentimes  the  annual  savings  is  suffi¬ 
cient  to  pay  for  the  sprinkler  system.  Regardless  of  the 
question  of  safety  which  should  be  the  most  important 
feature  for  the  safety  of  our  school  children  and  school 
buildings,  sprinkler  protection  is  an  excellent  investment. 

STATE  LAW — Upon  the  approach  of  any  fire  appara¬ 
tus  which  is  going  to  a  fire  or  responding  to  an  alarm,  every 
person  driving  a  vehicle  on  a  way  shall  immediately  drive 
said  vehicle  as  far  as  possible  toward  the  right  hand  curb 
or  side  of  said  way  and  shall  keep  the  same  at  a  standstill 
until  such  fire  apparatus  has  passed.  No  person  shall  drive 
a  vehicle  over  a  hose  of  a  fire  department,  without  the 
consent  of  a  member  of  such  department.  No  person  shall 
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drive  a  vehicle  within  eight  hundred  feet  of  any  fire  ap¬ 
paratus  going  to  a  fire  or  responding  to  an  alarm,  nor  drive 
such  vehicle  or  park  or  leave  the  same  unattended,  within 
six  hundred  feet  of  a  fire  or  within  the  fire  lines  established 
thereat  by  the  fire  department.  Violations  of  any  provi¬ 
sions  of  this  section  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more 
than  one  hundred  dollars. 

Fuel  oil  in  excess  of  ten  gallons  shall  not  be  kept  in  a 
structure  without  a  permit  having  been  obtained  from  the 
head  of  the  Fire  Department.  In  1957  there  were  255  in¬ 
spections  of  fuel  oil  burner  installations.  These  installa¬ 
tions  are  increasing  every  year.  A  person,  firm  or  corpora¬ 
tion  shall  not  install  nor  alter  a  fuel  oil  burner  installation 
until  a  certificate  of  competency  has  been  obtained  from 
the  State  Fire  Marshall. 

A  permit  is  required  from  the  head  of  the  Fire  De¬ 
partment  for  the  installation  and  storage  of  Liquified  Pe¬ 
troleum  Gas  systems.  Eighteen  permits  were  issued  in 
1957  for  such  installations,  forty-nine  permits  for  blasting 
and  517  permits  for  fires  in  open  air. 

Supervised  drills  and  schooling  in  the  Fire  Department 
are  carried  -on  throughout  the  year  to  keep  abreast  of  the 
most  advanced  fire  fighting  techniques  and  equipment. 

During  the  year  1957  we  used  42,250  feet  iof  2^  inch 
hose,  47,500  feet  of  1  1/2  inch  hose,  60,000  feet  of  booster 
hose,  and  930  feet  of  ladders  were  used.  Our  engines 
pumped  water  for  349  hours.  We  received  calls  for  151 
building  fires,  69  resuscitator  calls,  516  grass,  woods  and 
dump  fires.  We  answered  29  calls  for  automobile  acci¬ 
dents,  received  57  false  telephone  calls  and  false  alarms. 
We  answered  21  Mutual  Aid  Calls  and  227  miscellaneous! 
calls,  making  a  total  of  1066  calls. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  thank  the  Honorable  Board  of 
Selectmen  and  all  others  who  have  assisted  the  Fire  De¬ 
partment  in  carrying  out  its  duties.

During  the  year  we  have  had  two  Promotions — Sgt. 
Polio  was  promoted  to  Lieutenant  and  Patrolman  Gagne 
was  promoted  to  Sergeant.  Three  new  patrolmen  were  also 
added  to  our  personnel. 
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In  my  budget  requests  for  1958  I  have  asked  for  an 
additional  car  and  the  replacement  of  our  1950  ambulance. 
I  have  also  requested  a  5%  salary  increase.  During  1957 
we  acquired  two  Station  Wagon  type  of  prowl  cars.  On 
June  26,  1957  these  vehicles  were  equipped  with  stretchers, 
first  aid  kits,  inhalators,  fire  extinguishers,  safety  and  hand 
lights,  and  were  placed  in  service.  Since  that  date  until 
December  31,  1957  there  were  75  cases  handled  by  these 
vehicles. 

During  the  year  three  women  Traffic  Supervisors  were 
added  to  the  force  handling  traffic  at  School  Crossings.  I 
have  received  several  complimentary  reports  on  the  service 
rendered  by  them. 

Traffic  problems  have  increased  tremendously  since 
the  start  of  the  Southeast  Expressway  construction  and  we 
have  experienced  splendid  cooperation  from  the  Selectmen, 
Highway  Department  and  State  Department  of  Public 
Works. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Selectmen,  Finance  Committee  and 
all  others  who  have  shown  this  spirit  of  cooperation  with 
my  department.

The  Board  of  Public  Welfare  is  charged  with  the  re¬ 
sponsibility  of  rendering  assistance  in  the  categories  of  Old 
Age  Assistance,  Aid  to  Dependent  Children,  Disability  As¬ 
sistance  and  General  Relief.  The  State  Department  of 
Public  Welfare  promulgates  rules  and  regulations  for  the 
operation  in  local  communities  and  has  established  a  bud¬ 
getary  system  to  be  followed  in  granting  assistance  to 
recipients.  We  received  more  directives  in  1957  from  the 
State  Department  of  Public  Welfare  for  increased  costs 
than  in  any  one  previous  year.  The  budget  items  were  in¬ 
creased  from  20%  to  25.7  %  a  5.7  %  increase.  The  monthly 
fuel  and  light  allowance  from  September  to  May  was  in¬ 
creased  from  $14.65  to  $23.00.  An  increase  in  burial -ex¬ 
pense  was  allowed.  The  exemptions,-  under  the  legal- 
liability  of  children  to  support  their  parents  have  been  in¬ 
creased.  Nursing  homes  monthly  allowances  were  in¬ 
creased  from  $151.66  to  $172.50  and  for  recipients  living- 
in  the  same  homes  the  modification  for  clothing  and  per¬ 
sonal  care  has  added  $2.80  per  month  for  men  and  $5.40 
per  month  for  women.  Because  of  these  increases  the 
average  cost  per  case  in  all  categories  has  increased  sub¬ 
stantially. 

Periodic  revisits  by  our  visitors  are  made  upon  the 
recipients  from  which  revisits  continued  eligibility  to  re¬ 
ceive  assistance  is  determined. 

Old  Age  Assistance:  Under  present  regulations  a 
recipient  living  in  a  family  group  the  minima  is  $55.00 
monthly  plus  $4.00  ‘'Leisure  Time  Activity”  which  totals 
$59.00  monthly.  For  a  recipient  living  alone,  the  minima 
is  $75.00  plus  $4.00  “Leisure  Time  Activity”  totalling 
$79.00  monthly.  Another  item,  “Transportation  Allow¬ 
ance”,  is  $2.50  monthly  which  is  allowed  to  each  recipient 
who  is  not  a  resident  of  a  nursing  home  or  an  institution. 
Because  of  favorable  economic  conditions  plus  increases 
in  Social  Security  benefits  the  Old  Age  Assistance  case  load 
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has  decreased  gradually  during  the  past  several  years. 
Nevertheless,  the  overall  expenditures  have  increased  year 
after  year  because  of  continued  increases  caused  by  in¬ 
creased  costs  of  living  and  of  high  medical  costs.  During 
1957  the  grants  to  recipients,  payments  for  hospital  care, 
druggist  bills  and  medical  care  amounted  to  $276,635.19, 
the  greater  part  of  which  was  reimbursed  by  our  Federal 
and  State  Governments.  The  Town’s  share  was  $44,924.22. 
On  the  basis  of  settlement  laws,  we  paid  other  cities  and 
towns  $4,183.41  and  billed  other  cities  and  towns  $7,245.14. 
Recoveries  under  the  lien  law,  and  other  sources,  were 
made  in  the  amount  of  $12,018.29  which  were  proportion¬ 
ately  re-distributed  to  Federal,  State  and  Local  Govern¬ 
ments. 

Aid  to  Dependent  Children:  The  purpose  of  this 
program  is  to  allow  children  to  continue  living  in  their  own 
homes  as  a  family  unit.  Assistance  is  rendered  according 
to  a  State  budget.  Families  are  aided  based  on  need  and 
eligibility;  i.e.,  where  there  is  a  widow,  divorce,  legal  sepa- 
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ration,  where  a  parent  is  physically  incapacitated,  has  de¬ 
serted  or  is  incarcerated.  Medical  payments  are  extended 
to  an  incapacitated  parent  which  many  times  proves  quite 
expensive.  The  assistance  to  families  and  for  medical  care 
amounted  to*  $46,781.28,  which  expenses  are  participated 
in  by  the  Federal,  State  and  Local  Governments.  The 
Town’s  share  was  $9,596.70. 

Disability  Assistance:  Because  of  the  physical  in¬ 
capacity  of  certain  persons,  many  require  special  care, 
much  hospitalization  and  many  need  continuous  nursing 
home  care  making  the  average  individual  cost  extremely 
high.  Assistance  is  granted  to  needy  persons  eighteen 
years  of  age  or  older.  Each  case  needs  to  be  approved  by 
a  State  Medical  Review  Team  composed  of  a  panel  of  doc¬ 
tors.  The  grants  to  the  recipients  and  medical  amounted 
to  $27,544.27.  The  Commonwealth  reimburses  75%  of  the 
expenditures  which  includes  Federal  participation.  The 
Town’s  share  amounted  to  $6,904.23.  A  recovery  of  $255.30 
was  made  which  has  been  proportionately  re-distributed 
to  Federal,  State  and  Local  Governments. 

General  Relief:  This  type  of  assistance  is  furnished 
to  the  recipients  and  families  not  eligible  to  be  classified  in 
any  one  of  the  previously  mentioned  categories.  Principal¬ 
ly  it  covers  the  unemployed,  but  also  covers  the  medically 
indigent,  which  embraces  the  sick,  infirm  and  disabled.  As 
eligibility  is  established,  many  cases  are  transferred  to 
other  categories  of  assistance  so  as  to  participate  in  Fed¬ 
eral  and  State  reimbursements.  The  total  expenditures 
amounted  to  $17,790.41  including  assistance  within  the 
Town  itself  and  of  payments  to  the  Commonwealth  and 
other  cities  and  towns  including  payments  to  the  various 
hospitals  on  Braintree  Settled  cases.  Under  the  Settle- 
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ment  Laws  we  received  $1,332.15  from  the  Commonwealth 
and  billed  other  cities  and  towns  $1,437.32. 

Town  Infirmary:  Because  of  the  further  liberaliza¬ 
tion  of  the  General  laws,  rules  and  regulations,  particularly 
the  Federal  laws,  the  inmates  were  moved  out  to  various 
adequate  places  during  the  first  six  months  of  1957  and 
the  Infirmary  was  closed  on  June  30,  1957.  The  inmates 
were  transferred  to  the  categories  of  assistance  in  which 
both  Federal  and  State  Governments  participated.  Ap¬ 
propriated  for  salaries  in  1957  $3,731.38,  expended  $1,- 
769.88,  to  E  &  D  $1,961.50.  For  general  expenses  in  1957 
$4,700.00,  expended  $2,138.14,  to-  E  &  D  $2,561.86.  Ap¬ 
propriated  for  repairs  and  maintenance  $200.00,  expended 
$200.00.

Sewers  in  Belknap  Road,  Cranmore  Road,  Easement, 
Loretta  Avenue  and  Robert  Street  were  installed  by  and  at 
the  expense  of  private  developers.  This  work  amounting 
to  2,276  feet  was  done  under  the  supervision  of  the  Sewer 
Department  in  accordance  with  current  contract  specifi¬ 
cations. 

The  total  cost  of  the  year’s  sewer  work  amounted  to 
$147,932.  The  average  cost  of  8-inch  lateral  sewer  con¬ 
struction  was  $11.85  per  linear  foot.  The  Washington 
Street  relief  sewer,  constructed  in  Washington  Street,  Presi¬ 
dent  Road,  School  Street,  Church  Street  and  Elm  Terrace 
at  a  cost  of  $56,470  provides  for  the  additional  capacity 
that  will  be  required  when  larger  pumps  are  installed  at 
Common  Street. 

All  of  the  contract  work  was  done  by  Crognale  Con¬ 
struction  Co.,  Inc.,  the  lowest  of  six  bidders,  and  was  com¬ 
pleted  and  put  into  operation  by  the  end  of  October. 

This  year’s  work  made  the  sewer  available  to  1 56  more 
buildings.  The  present  sewer  system  can  now  serve  4,280 
buildings  or  about  53%  of  the  8,120  dwellings,  business, 
school  and  industrial  buildings  in  the  Town. 

The  work  on  the  Southeast  Expressway  near  Canen’s 
Bridge  made  it  necessary  to  relocate  and  replace  612  feet 
of  10-inch  vitrified  clay  pine  with  518  feet  of  10-inch  cast 
iron  pipe.  The  work  was  done  by  the  State  Highway  Con¬ 
tractor  under  the  Supervision  of  the  Sewer  Department. 

A  new  pumping  station  was  built  on  Howard  Street 
near  the  Ouincy  line  at  a  cost  of  $76,912  by  the  James  Con¬ 
struction  Co.,  Inc.,  the  lowest  of  four  bidders.  The  build- 
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in g  was  completed  in  October.  This  is  the  first  step  in  a 
program  to  make  the  sewer  available  to  a  thickly  settled 
district  in  the  northeast  section  of  the  Town.  The  next 
step,  proposed  for  1958,  is  to  build  the  long  force  main  and 
gravity  sewer  required  to  take  the  discharge  from  the  sta¬ 
tion  to  the  main  gravity  sewer  near  the  M.D.C.  outlet. 

Assessments : 

Sewer  assessments  amounting  to  $52,753.46  were 
levied  against  196  properties.  This  figure  includes  $4,- 
769.36  levied  against  21  lots  in  new  developments. 

House  Connections: 

There  were  241  sewer  connections,  requiring  12,587 
feet  of  pipe,  completed  during  the  year  at  a  cost  of  $54,- 
217.53.  All  of  the  connections  for  Massachusetts  Avenue 
and  Whittier  Road  were  extended  to  the  street  line  so  the 
new  street  surface  would  not  have  to  be  disturbed  later 
on  when  connections  are  made.  There  were  53  applications 
for  sewer  connection  on  file  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

There  are  now  a  total  of  3,547  buildings  connected 
with  the  sewer  system,  or  83%  of  the  buildings  where  the 
sewer  is  available. 

- r_~3 

Maintenance: 

As  usual,  during  the  winter  months  all  of  the  main  and 
lateral  sewers  were  inspected  and  cleaned.  There  were  no 
stoppages  but  a  number  of  root  growths  had  to  be  removed. 
Continued  treatment  with  copper  sulphate  seems  to  control 
excessive  root  penetration.  There  were  21  stoppages  of 
house  services  due  to  root  growths. 

Priming  devices  on  the  pumps  at  the  Brookside  Road 
pumping  station  are  giving  more  and  more  trouble  every 
year.  It  is  proposed  to  abandon  this  pumping  station  after 
the  M.D.C.  extends  a  gravity  outlet  through  Weymouth 
Landing  to  serve  the  Town  of  Randolph. 

Studies  have  been  made  to  determine  the  best  method 
of  serving  the  proposed  South  Shore  Shopping  Center  to 
be  located  off  Granite  Street  near  the  Lakeside  School.  It 
now  appears  that  the  sewer  to  serve  the  Shopping  Center 
can  be  delayed  until  1959.  Then  it  will  be  necessary  to 
spend  about  $160,000  to  extend  the  sewer  across  the  Shop¬ 
ping  Center  to  Granite  Street.  Also,  it  will  be  necessary  to 
install  larger  pumping  equipment  at  the  Common  Street 
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pumping  station  to  provide  for  the  expected  increase  in 
load. 

Several  times  during  the  year  the  Department’s  emer¬ 
gency  generator  was  used  to  run  the  pumps  at  Common 
Street  pumping  station  during  power  failures. 

The  excellent  cooperation  received  from  other  depart¬ 
ments  of  the  Town  throughout  the  year  materially  aided 
the  Sewer  Department,  and  is  greatly  appreciated.

Mosquito  Control  Project

The  Town  of  Braintree  appropriated  $5,750  for  mos¬ 
quito  control  in  1957.  This  money  was  used  for  mosquito 
control  in  the  Town  of  Braintree  by  the  South'  Shore 
Mosquito  Control  Project,  a  cooperative  effort  embracing 
the  City  of  Quincy,  and  Towns  of  Braintree,  Cohasset, 
Duxbury,  Hingham,  Hull,  Marshfield,  Norwell,  Scituate 
and  Weymouth.  In  addition,  the  Project  worked  under 
contract  for  the  U.  S.  Naval  Ammunlt’on  Depot.  This 
government  area  lies  in  the  middle  of  our  Project  and 
thus  affects  four  of  our  towns.  The  cooperation  of  the 
Navy  Department  in  this  matter  has,  this  past  year,  helped 
people  in  this  area  and  will  in  the  future  be  of  greater 
benefit. 
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Type  of  Control  Program 

The  basic  program  of  control  continued  to  be  based 
on  drainage  in  the  off-season  and  larvaciding  of  all  areas 
found  to  be  breeding  during  the  mosquito  season.  This 
program  was  supplemented  by  application  of  D.D.T.dust 
to  selected  areas  during  the  period  when  the  swamps 
were  frozen.  Fog  generators  and  a  mist  blower  were  used 
to  combat  flying  mosquitoes. 

Encephalitis 

As  a  result  of  the  dry  weather  and/or  other  factors 
no':  yet  recognized,  Eastern  Equine  Encephalomyelitis  did 
not  appear  in  humans  in  Massachusetts  this  past  summer. 
However,  since  the  threat  is  definitely  present,  the  Propect 
has,  the  past  year,  acquired  additional  ground  equipment 
of  the  types  most  useful  during  Encephalitis  outbreaks. 
During  the  per  od  when  Encephalitis  is  most  likely  to 
occur,  the  Project  will  be  in  contact  with  the  Massachu¬ 
setts  Department  of  Health,  the  U.  S.  Public  Health  Serv¬ 
ice  and  other  mosquito  control  agencies  in  a  cooperative 
effort  to  recognize  the  danger  signs  so  that  work  can  be 
directed  against  the  suspected  species  of  mosquitoes. 

Last  spring  the  U.  S.  Public  Health  Service  estab¬ 
lished  a  research  laboratory  at  Taunton  to  study  the 
disease.  During  the  past  summer  basic  data  was  gathered, 
procedures  established,  and  personnel  trained.  The  long 
term  aims  of  this  laboratory’s  work  are  incrimination  of  a 
vector  or  vectors,  the  development  of  means  for  recogniz¬ 
ing  potentially  dangerous  years,  and  a  method  of  attack 
to  prevent  epidemics. 

An  area  wide  mosquito  control  effort  is  our  only 
present  defense  against  the  disease.  The  recent  formation 
of  a  Plymouth  County  Mosquito  Control  Project  will  be 
of  great  benefit  to  this  Project.  For  the  first  time  we  are 
completely  surrounded  by  areas  in  control  districts,  and 
migrations  of  mosquitoes  into  the  district  will  be  reduced. 

Aerial  Spraying 

The  spring  spraying  of  all  fresh  water  swamps  too 
large  to  be  treated  by  hand  was  done  in  the  latter  part  of 
April. 

1953  acres  were  sprayed  in  the  Town  of  Braintree. 

Ground  Spraying 

The  ground  crews  circulated  on  a  schedule  through- 
out  their  sections  of  the  Project.  They  varied  from  this 
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circuit  to  treat  in  the  vicinity  of  complaints  or  to  treat 
places  found  to  be  breeding  by  the  superintendent  or  the 
inspector.  They  then  returned  to  their  rounds. 

Catchbasin  Spraying 

Three  catchbasin  units  were  operated  the  past  season. 
These  units  are  compressed  air  sprayers  mounted  on  three¬ 
wheeled  motorcycles. 

This  phase  of  the  work  is  particularly  important  in 
built  up  areas  since  one  drainage  basin  can  produce 
thousands  of  mosquitoes  per  week  throughout  the  sum¬ 
mer. 

Drainage 

Since  last  summer  was  dry,  less  spraying  was  nec¬ 
essary,  therefore  the  crews  were  able  to  do  ditching  and 
stream  clearance  from  fme  to  time.  The  addition  of  this 
work  to  regular  off-season  drainage  will  save  further 
spraying  next  summer. 

In  November  the  Project  purchased  a  hydraulic 
trencher  mounted  on  a  tractor  suitable  for  use  in  marshy 
conditions.  This  machine  will  be  used  in  conjunction  with 
the  saltmarsh  trench  cleaner,  as  well  as  in  fresh  marsh 
drainage  work. 

Adult  Mosquito  Control 

During  the  past  year  an  additional  fogging  machine 
was  in  operat'on  and  a  donated  mist  blower  was  used. 
The  present  three  adulticiding  machines  will  enable  us 
to  do  spot  adulticiding  at  a  pace  beyond  that  of  past 
years  and  w  ll  be  good  insurance  in  the  event  of  an  En¬ 
cephalitis  outbreak. 

Plans  for  Winter 

Throughout  the  months  between  the  past  and  coming 
mosquito  breeding  seasons  much  attention  w’ll  be  given  to 
ditching.  Work  on  the  saltmarsh  will  be  done  in  the  fall 
and  early  spring  and  the  colder  winter  months  will  be 
spent  in  the  more  protected  fresh  water  areas. 

When  snow  and  ice  conditions  are  right,  prehatch 
dusting,  as  was  done  the  last  four  years,  will  be  done. 

In  addition  to  the  ground  dusting  noted  above,  fur¬ 
ther  experimental  prehatch  applications  of  D.D.T.  dust 
will  be  made  from  the  air. 
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Plymouth  County  Retirement  System 

The  employees  of  the  Project  were  accepted  into  the 
Plymouth  County  Retirement  System  on  January  1,  1957. 
The  Commission  feels  that  having  the  employees  enrolled 
in  the  System  works  to  the  benefit  of  the  Project  since  it 
lessens  the  likelihood  of  experienced  employees  leaving 
to  take  other  jobs. 

Plans  for  Next  Year 

All  phases  of  the  work  carried  out  in  the  past  will 
continue.  Catchbasin  spraying  will  be  done  with  Dieldrin, 
a  newer  insecticide  which  is  effective  longer  than  D.D.T. 
and  thus  reduces,  by  at  least  one,  our  applications  result¬ 
ing  in  a  modest  saving  in  labor  costs.  This  saving  can  be 
used  to  further  implement  the  policy  of  the  Commission 
to  drain  all  feasible  places  and  thus  cut  the  costs  of 
repetitive  spraying.  This  policy  has  made  it  possible  to  keep 
total  expenditures  at  a  constant  level  in  spite  of  increased 
labor  and  material  costs.

The  past  year  in  the  Braintree  School  system  has  seen 
the  completion  of  our  new  thirteen  room  elementary  school 
•on  Liberty  Street,  the  completion  of  a  two  room  addition  to 
the  Colbert  School,  and  the  start  of  a  four  room  addition 
plus  renovations  to  the  Watson  School.  Added  to  this  is 
the  completion  of  a  study  of  the  secondary  school  system 
by  the  Cambridge  Consultants  which  was  voted  to  be  made 
at  the  1957  Town  Meeting. 

To  be  added  to  the  above  must  be  various  studies  made 
throughout  the  year  of  our  school  population,  both  present 
and  future,  the  transportation  of  all  students  residing  within 
the  legal  limit,  the  health  and  welfare  of  the  pupils,  the 
lunch  program,  and  all  of  the  teaching  problems  that  have 
arisen  since  the  event  of  the  Russian  Sputnik. 

Rather  than  take  your  time  and  risk  repetition  on  the 
operation  of  our  schools  for  the  past  year,  we  would  like 
to  refer  you  to  the  report  of  the  School  Superintendent, 
Ralph  W.  Proctor.  His  cooperation  and  that  of  the  entire 
school  personnel  has  been  greatly  appreciated  by  the  com¬ 
mittee. 

Thanks  are  extended  to  all  of  our  Town  officials  and 
to  those  who  give  of  their  time  in  studying  school  problems 
of  the  future,  that  Braintree  children  nrght  continue  to  be 
well  housed  and  well  educated. 

We  would  be  remiss  in  our  duty  if  we  did  not  point  out 
that  many  problems  lie  ahead,  but  with  your  continued 
cooperation  and  assistance,  a  successful  conclusion  can  be 
reached.

I  The  Enrollment 

In  1947  the  school  enrollment  was  3563 ;  in  1957  there 
were  6921;  nearly  100%  increase  in  10  years.  Braintree 
has  adequately  met  the  need  for  facilities  on  the  elementary 
level  by  construction  of  the  Ross,  Lakeside,  Foster,  Eldridge 
and  Liberty  Street  Schools,  together  with  the  Penniman  and 
Perkins  annexes,  and  additions  to  the  Highlands  and  Wat¬ 
son  Schools. 

The  conversion  and  addition  to  the  Hollis  School,  and 
the  new  South  Junior  High  School  have  provided  facilities 
for  1500  pupils  in  grades  7,  8,  and  9. 

Next  year  the  enrollment  will  increase  by  300  pupils, 
mostly  in  Junior  and  Senior  High  School,  as  the  larger 
grades  move  upward.  Inspection  of  the  table  below  will 
readily  confirm  the  projected  need  for  facilities  to  house 
1800  Junior  High  and  1700  Senior  High  pupils  within  the 
next  few  years.

The  problem  then  is  to  immediately  take  the  initial 
steps  to  provide  facilities  for  1000  additional  Junior  and 
Senior  High  School  rupils.  This  school  should  be  con¬ 
structed  in  the  East  District. 

II  The  Operating  Budget 

The  yearly  operating  budget  increases  each  year,  due 
to  the  addition  of  approximately  twenty  teachers  to  the 
staff,  and  to  salary  increases  for  teachers  and  other  em¬ 
ployees.  For  1958  the  full-year  effects  of  the  increases 
granted  in  September  1957  plus  the  cost  of  additional  teach¬ 
ers  result  in  an  increase  of  $202,000  before  any  other  items 
are  considered. 

It  is  also  necessary  to  add  20  teachers  in  September 
1958  to  meet  the  increased  Junior  and  Senior  High  school 
enrollment.  The  salary  scale  has  been  increased  by  $400 
effective  September  1958,  making  the  starting  salary  (for 
teachers  with  a  Bachelors  degree)  $3700,  which  is  the 
expected  median  for  suburban  Boston  towns.  Last  year 
we  paid  $3300  when  the  median  was  $3460.  Unless  we 
can  offer  at  least  the  same  salary  as  other  communities,  we 
are  unable  to  hire  teachers  of  the  calibre  desired.  Last 
year  a  substantial  number  of  good  prospects  turned  down 
our  offers  for  that  reason. 

Economies  in  all  other  departments! — supplies,  serv¬ 
ices,  operation,  and  maintenance  have  sto  be  made  in  order 
to  submit  a  reasonable  budget.  In  maintenance  work,  the 
postponement  of  needed  repairs  will  turn  out  to  be  more 
expensive  in  the  long  run;  and  nothing  is  being  done  to 
replace  old  equipment  which  has  long  ago  depreciated. 
We  are  attempting  to  maintain  48  acres  of  playgrounds  and 
17  acres  of  lawns  with  appropriation  of  $5000!  Naturally 
this  sum  is  insufficient  even  to  maintain  these  acres  in  the 
present  condition  without  any  improvements. 

The  fact  that  the  budget  administration  has  been  econ¬ 
omical  is  indicated  by  the  per  pupil  cost  in  Braintree,  well 
below  the  state  average  and  18th  out  of  24  cities  and  towns

than  average  school  system.

III  Education  In  The  Space  Era 

The  Russian  achievement  has  triggered  a  release  of 
points  of  view  about  education  by  everyone  from  school 
pupils  to  the  President.  The  expressions  of  opinion  include 
elimination  of  fairy  tales,  a  speed-up  in  our  education  pro¬ 
cess,  emphasis  on  Science  and  Math ;  the  schools  are  blamed 
for  everything  including  moral  disintegration,  low  stand¬ 
ards,  an^d  waste  of  time.  When  the  chaos  of  opinions  finally 
is  analyzed  we  shall  probably  find : 

1.  That  putting  a  satellite  up,  is  not  necessarily  a 
measure  of  all-around  scientific  achievement;  nor  prima 
facie  evidence  of  a  shortage  of  scientists  and  engineers.

2.  That  the  reputed  shortage  of  engineers  may  well 
be  caused  by  the  assignment  of  many  highly  trained  men 
to  a  type  of  work  that  could  just  as  well  be  done  by  techni¬ 
cians,  thus  releasing  the  engineers  for  research  and  de- 
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velopment  work.  Also  many  more  American  than  Russian 
engineers  work  on  luxury  items. 

3.  That  schools,  in  a  democracy,  still  have  a  respon¬ 
sibility  to  develop  liberally  educated  men  with  a  back¬ 
ground  suitable  for  responsible  citizenship.  Vice-President 
Nixon,  Chief  Justice  Warren,  Governor  Ribicoff  of  Connec¬ 
ticut  have  all  emphasized  that  we  must  not  let  ourselves 
be  stampeded  into  the  adoption  of  a  curriculum  that  em¬ 
phasizes  scientific  proficiency  at  the  expense  of  humanistic 
values.

4.  That  the  ‘‘standards”  we  are  asked  to  scrutinize 
have  been  established  by  consensus  of  opinion  or  practice 
on  the  basis  of  the  needs  and  abilities  of  all  the  pupils  in  our 
school  today,  with  the  purpose  of  challenging  each  indi¬ 
vidual  to  the  limit  of  his  ability.  Naturally  standards  could 
be  set  so  low  hat  every  pupil  could  get  by  easily,  or  so  high 
that  all  would  fail.  Standards  are  not  raised  by  marking 
harder  or  failing  more  pupils,  but  by  a  challenging  curri¬ 
culum,  and  adequately  motivated  and  inspirational  teach¬ 
ing,  which  necessitates  hiring  and  paying  for  superior 
teachers.  Our  standards  in  college  prep  subjects  are  set  by 
the  colleges;  in  business  subjects  by  its  requirement  of  the 
business  world  ;  but  many  of  the  40  %  majoring  in  neither  of 
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these  have  no  specific  future  career  to  aim  for,  and  respond 
with  a  minimum  of  effort  to  the  general  curriculum. 

We  shall  always  have: 

1.  Pupils  with  superior  ability  who  have  high  achieve¬ 
ment. 

2.  Pupils  with  superior  ability  who  are  not  working  to 
capacity. 

3.  Pupils  with  normal  ability  who  have  normal 
achievement. 

4.  Pupils  with  normal  ability  who  have  low  achieve¬ 
ment. 

5.  Pupils  with  low  ability  who  have  low  achievement.

Our  problem  is  to  stimulate  groups  No.  2  and  4,  but 
not  to  discourage  No.  3  and  5  by  giving  them  an  impossible 
job.  Expecting  them  to  achieve  beyond  their  capacity  re¬ 
sults  in  eliminating  these  pupils  from  school  before  em¬ 
ployable  age.  Such  is  the  stuff  of  which  juvenile  delin¬ 
quents  are  made,  unless  society  is  willing  to  set  up  some 
other  agency  to  supervise  and  train  them.  (Like  the  old 
C.C.C.)  For  many  pupils  over  16  years  of  age,  school  is  not 
the  best  answer  to  their  practical  needs;  some  would  be 
better  off  working,  to  learn  that  effort  on  their  part  is 
necessary  for  their  own  support. 
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Following,  in  outline  form,  is  a  list  of  some  of  the 
things  that  have  been  done,  are  presently  being  done,  and 
need  to  be  done  to  strengthen  our  schools:

Introduction  of  industrial  arts  for  the  more  manually- 
minded  boys.

Extensive  utilization  of  Audio  Visual  teaching  aids 
including  radio. 

Maintained  per  capita  cost  below  state  average. 

What  We  Are  Working  On  Now 

Increased  effort  in  guidance  to  test  and  encourage 
those  with  aptitude  to  prepare  for  scientific  careers;  and 
for  planning  future  education  for  each  individual. 

Program  for  challenging  the  gifted  child,  not  only  by 
enrichment,  but  by  acceleration. 

Extension  of  high  school  courses  in  chemistry  and  phy¬ 
sics  from  1  year  to  iy%  years  each. 

Strengthening  the  junior  high  school  science  and  math 
program  and  starting  specialized  math  and  science  in  8th 
grade. 
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Attention  to  developing  more  practical  courses  for  the 
“general”  pupil — motivation  by  career  planning,  and  work 
experience. 

Development  of  supplementary  materials,  especially 
in  elementary  science  to  be  presented  over  Channel  2  T.V. 
to  stimulate  interest  and  meet  teaching  needs  in  eastern 
Massachusetts. 

Experimental  arrangements  for  reorganizing  the  “sin¬ 
gle  grade”  classroom. 

Preparation  of  “community  resources”  lists  of  people 
who  can  contribute  to  enrichment  of  our  subject-matter 
content. 

What  Needs  To  Be  Done 

Longer  school  day  to  provide  time  to  do  all  the  things 
that  need  to  be  done. 

Longer  school  year  for  pupils  (from  180  to  200  days) 
and  longer  school  year  for  teachers  —  11  months  —  the 
added  time  to  be  used  for  summer  schools  in  Braintree, 
workshops  for  teachers,  etc. 

Scholarship  aid  for  many  talented  youths  who  cannot 
finance  present  college  costs. 

Establishment  of  Technical  Institutes  and  2  year  local 
Junior  Colleges.

Your  Committee  is  pleased  to  present  the  completed 
Old  Liberty  Street  School.  Many  hours  of  careful  study, 
as  to  present  and  future  needs,  have  been  put  into  this 
school.  The  school  consists  of  thirteen  regular  classrooms, 
one  remedial  classroom,  an  all-purpose  room  (gymnasium, 
auditorium,  and  cafeteria),  a  kitchen,  health  room,  teach¬ 
ers’  room,  and  principal’s  office.  It  has  a  capacity  of  four 
hundred  pupils,  with  playground  and  parking  facilities.

‘‘frills”  provide  excellent  educational  facilities  at  a  mini¬ 
mum  of  cost  and  at  a  maximum  of  efficiency.

The  State  School  Building  Assistance  Commission  will 
reimburse  the  Town  45%  of  the  approved  construction  cost 
of  approximately  $522,000,  thus  making  the  net  cost  to  the 
Town  (excluding  interest  on  Bonds)  $287,100.00.

Water  Department 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMISSIONERS 

To  the  Citizens  of  Braintree : 

The  year  1957  has  been  an  active  one  for  the  Braintree 
Water  Department.  During  the  summer  months,  we  ex¬ 
perienced  the  most  severe  drought  that  we  have  had  for 
many  years.  As  a  consequence,  we  entered  into  a  cam¬ 
paign  of  expanding  the  water  supply  from  Great  Pond 
through  a  contract  for  removing  the  rocks,  clay,  sand,  and 
gravel  in  the  bed  of  the  Pond  and  sites  adjoining. 

The  heavy  draft  put  on  the  Pond  increased  our  daily 
pumping  from  2,190,000  gallons  to  a  maximum  of  over 
3,585,000  gallons  a  day  for  short  periods.  This  abnormal 
pumpage  of  water  not  only  strained  the  Filtration  Plant 
beyond  its  limits,  but  put  a  heavy  strain  on  cur  distribution 
system,  indicating  that  improvement  was  needed  in  each 
of  these  branches  of  our  system. 

Consequently,  at  the  October  7,  1957  Town  Meeting 
we  brought  before  the  Town  the  need  of  expanding  both 
our  Filtration  Plant  and  our  distribution  system  and  adding- 
new  pumps  to  our  Pumping  Station.  The  money  for  the 
Filtration  Plant  and  the  pumps  was  appropriated  by  the 
Town  and  the  money  borrowed  for  these  improvements. 
We  suggested  deferring  the  appropriation  for  our  distribu¬ 
tion  system  until  the  March  Town  Meeting  in  order  that 
our  engineers,  Weston  &  Sampson,  might  have  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  make  a  thorough  analysis  of  our  system.  This 
analysis  has  been  completed  and  we  will  present  before 
the  Town  Meeting  an  article  for  these  improvements. 

The  improvements  will  involve  the  construction  of  a 
standpipe  on  Penn’s  Hill,  a  12"  main  to  E]m  Street,  and 
numerous  8"  and  10"  pipes  in  various  streets  throughout 
the  Town,  including  the  Highlands,  which  should  enable 
us  to  deliver  water  effectively  to  those  sections  of  the  Town 
that  had  the  lowest  pressure  during  the  summer  of  1957. 

The  combined  cost  of  these  two  operations  will  ap¬ 
proximate  $600,000.00  and  will  materially  increase  our 
interest  and  principal  payments  on  outstanding  and  new 
loans.  For  many  years,  it  has  been  the  practice  of  this 
Department  to  live  within  its  income,  but  the  increased 
money  which  we  must  pay  for  these  loans  will  prove  such 
that  we  may  have  to  increase  water  rates.

Since  a  considerable  portion  of  our  expenditures  are 
for  improved  fire  protection,  we  have  asked  the  Finance 
Committee  to  approve  an  increase  in  our  hydrant  rentals 
from  $25.00  to  $40.00.  According  to  a  letter  given  us  in 
1953  by  Mr.  Dine  of  the  Department  of  Accounts  at  the 
State  House  approving  this  increase  to  $40.00,  approxi¬ 
mately  40%  of  our  investment  in  our  water  system  for  a 
town  of  our  size  may  be  charged  to  fire  protection.  With¬ 
out  hydrant  protection,  insurance  rates  that  all  citizens  must 
pay  would  be  at  least  double  the  amount  they  are  now 
paying.  At  the  rate  of  $40.00  a  hydrant,  we  will  receive 
$27,000.00,  while  at  our  current  rate  we  would  receive  ap¬ 
proximately  $17,400.00.  These  figures  are  small  as  com¬ 
pared  with  our  expenditures  of  approximately  $287,000.00 
annually. 

The  cost  of  our  water  supply  is  increasing  daily,  not 
only  due  to  an  increased  population  and  increased  number 
of  houses,  but  also  due  to  the  fact  that  the  household  gad¬ 
gets  and  equipment  using  water  have  increased  in  recent 
years.  The  population  during  the  twenty  year  period 
from  1935  to  1955  increased  55.9  %  and  the  water  consump¬ 
tion  68.1%.  The  maximum  daily  consumption  from  1947 
to  1956  averaged  67%  more  than  the  average  daily  con¬ 
sumption  for  these  years.  As  the  need  for  more  wauer  in¬ 
creases,  the  carrying  capacity  of  our  pipes  has  decreased 
due  to  corrosion  and  encrustation  which  develops  with  cast 
iron  pipes. 

Our  engineers,  Weston  &  Sampson,  are  recommending 
a  new  1,000,000  gallon  standpipe  to  be  located  on  Penn’s 
Hill.  This  with  our  present  standpipes  will  provide  us  with 
a  total  standpipe  capacity  of  3,000,000  gallons  on  our  low 
service.  This  will  provide  us  with  one  day’s  maximum 
consumption  in  this  low  service.  The  cost  of  this  standpipe 
and  a  12”  main  to  connect  it  to  the  present  12”  main  on 
Elm  Street  is  approximately  $100,000.00. 

The  maximum  consumption  on  our  high  service  system 
in  the  Highlands  is  approximately  380,000  gallons  oer  day. 
Our  present  elevated  steel  tank  in  the  Highlands  has  a 
capacity  of  300,000.  Eventually,  we  will  have  to  increase 
this  storage,  but  for  the  present,  we  must  concentrate  on 
the  enlargement  of  the  mains  in  the  Highlands  to  properly 
supply  that  system  with  water. 

In  1946  we  made  extensive  improvements  to  the  dis¬ 
tribution  system  which  included  a  total  of  20,600  feet  of 
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12”  main  on  Pearl  Street,  Elm  Street,  Hayward  Street, 
Quincy  Avenue,  Allen  Street,  Shaw  Street,  Mill  Lane,  Com¬ 
mercial  Street,  Washington  Street,  Hancock  Street  and 
Tremont  Street;  8565  feet  of  10”  main  on  Washington 
Street,  Commercial  Street  and  Quincy  Avenue;  and  4340 
feet  of  8”  main  on  Common  Street,  Arbutus  Avenue,  Brew¬ 
ster  Avenue  and  Division  Street.  This  represents  a  total  of 
about  33,500  feet  of  12”,  10”  and  8”  distribution  mains. 
In  the  ten  years  since  that  time,  various  improvements  have 
been  made  from  year  to  year  which  comprise  3,0/8  feet  of 
12”,  10,697  feet  of  10”,  and  26,450  feet  of  8”,  totalling 
40,225  feet,  but  not  enough  to  adequately  care  for  the  un¬ 
precedented  drought  and  water  consumption  in  1957. 

The  general  purpose  of  a  good  distribution  system  is 
to  provide  storage  at  strategic  locations  with  large  enough 
feeder  mains  and  connecting  mains  to  meet  the  require¬ 
ments  for  fire  protection,  industrial  uses,  domestic  de¬ 
mands,  and  other  uses  for  water.  The  extent,  character, 
and  location  of  the  growth  of  the  Town  of  Braintree  will 
govern  installation  of  additional  mains  as  they  are  required 
from  year  to  year. 

During  the  past  summer,  several  areas  have  been  with¬ 
out  an  adequate  supply  of  water  at  various  times,  and  some 
areas  were  without  any  water  for  several  hours  on  some 
high  consumption  days. 

This  condition  was  not  entirely  due  to  the  distribution, 
but  partly  to  the  consumption  exceeding  the  capacity  of 
the  supplying  works  which  resulted  in  the  water  level  in 
the  two  standpipes  being  lowered  with  a  drop  in  pressure 
over  the  entire  system.  The  proposed  new  pumps  at  the 
Great  Pond  pumping  station  and  the  addition  to  the  Fil¬ 
tration  Plant  will  relieve  this  defect.  The  500,000  gpd 
gravel  wall  well  off  Lakeside  Drive,  completed  and  placed 
in  service  in  October  1957,  and  the  proposed  1,000,000 
gallon  standpipe  off  Commercial  Street  on  Penn's  Hill, 
with  a  12”  main  down  Conrad  Street  and  Elmlawn  Road 
from  the  standpipe  to  Elm  Street,  which  are  recommended 
for  1958  construction,  will  greatly  increase  pressures  and 
flows  in  that  general  area. 

In  order  to  provide  better  fire  protection  and  domestic 
service  in  the  low  service  distribution  system,  Weston  & 
Sampson  recommends  the  following  improvements. 

1.  1,000,000  gallons  steel  standpipe  be¬ 

tween  Commercial  Street  and  Elm- 
lawn  Road.  ?  70,500.00 
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2.  12”  main  from  the  above  standpipe 
to  Elm  Street  via  Conrad  Street  and 
Elmlawn  Road. 

3.  Supply  commercial  water  from 
Great  Pond  and  use  the  10”  commer¬ 
cial  pipe  line  to  supplement  the  low 
service  distribution  system,  with  10” 
cross-connections  at  various  loca¬ 
tions.  In  1955  only  6,117,000  gallons 
of  commercial  water  was  pumped 
from  Sunset  Lake  and  in  1956  only 
6,100,000  gallons.  16  —  10”  cross- 
connections  @  $1,250.00 

4.  10”  main  on  Plain  Street  from  Han¬ 
cock  Street  to  present  10”  on  Grove 
Street. 

5.  10”  main  on  Grove  Street  from  end 
of  present  10”  to  Liberty  Street. 

6.  10”  main  on  Plain  Street  from  Grove 
Street  to  Liberty  Street. 

7.  10”  Liberty  Street  from  Plain  Street 
to  Lincoln  Street  and  along  Lincoln 
Street  to  connect  with  present  12” 
on  Faxon  Street. 

8.  Jersey  Avenue,  Sheppard  Avenue, 
Bickford  Road,  Glenrose  Avenue, 
Pleasant  View  Avenue,  Argyle  Road, 
Pond  Street  and  some  other  streets 
fed  by  6”  and  4”  mains  need  to  be 
reinforced  with  larger  mains.  The 
cost  of  the  new  mains  will  vary  from 
$2,500.00  to  $10,000.00  for  the  var¬ 
ious  streets.  We  estimate  that  the 
sum  of  $50,000.00  could  well  be 
spent  for  these  improvements.  New 
main  to  reinforce  4”  mains. 

Total  for  Improvements  to  Low 
Service  Distribution  System 

The  rapid  growth  of  housing  develop¬ 
ments  in  Braintree  Highlands  has  overtaxed 
the  distribution  system  there.  The  imme¬ 
diate  improvement  that  would  best  reinforce 
the  present  mains  and  allow  the  new  pump  in 
the  Booster  Pumping  Station  to  deliver  at 
least  500  gpm  to  the  elevated  tank  would  be

Our  Superintendent  George  Watson  died  on  Septem¬ 
ber  14,  1957.  On  September  23,  1957  our  Department  en¬ 
tered  into  an  agreement  with  the  Sewer  Department  for 
half  time  service  of  their  Superintendent  George  Brousseau. 
This  was  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Personnel  Board 
for  the  payment  of  a  salary  of  $9,000.00  divided  between 
the  two  departments.  This  compared  with  a  salary  of 
$7,500.00  that  we  had  been  paying  Mr.  Watson.  The  ar¬ 
rangement  gave  us  the  services  of  one  of  the  outstanding 
engineers  in  Massachusetts  which  was  amply  proven  during 
the  short  time  he  was  with  us.  Unfortunately  the  Person¬ 
nel  Board  failed  to  agree  to  this  salary  and  we  lost  the 
services  of  Mr.  Brousseau,  who  returned  full  time  to  the 
Sewer  Department.  As  it  was  impossible  for  us  to  secure 
employment  of  any  competent  graduate  engineer  at  a 
salary  which  the  Personnel  Board  would  approve,  we  pro¬ 
moted  our  number  two  man  in  the  department.  Mr.  Dona¬ 
to  Richardi  has  served  in  all  divisions  of  the  Water  Depart¬ 
ment  for  over  20  years,  and  is  a  young  man  of  outstanding 
ability.  Already  he  has  made  improvements  in  our  meth¬ 
ods,  and  by  his  courage  and  honesty  has  dealt  fairly,  but 
vigorously  with  all  contractors  who  have  been  handling 
our  various  contracts  in  order  that  we  might  obtain  the 
best  results  in  the  shortest  time.  We  believe  the  Depart¬ 
ment  will  thrive  under  his  supervision. 

The  drought  through  which  we  passed  this  past  sum¬ 
mer  indicated  that  we  must  do  something  to  augment  our 
water  supply.  We  have  been  exploring  for  wells  and  have 
practically  exhausted  the  possibility  of  further  wells,  al¬ 
though  we  are  continuing  to  look.  The  Metropolitan  Sys¬ 
tem  cannot  take  us  on  for  another  four  years  until  they 
complete  their  new  $20,000,000.00  acqueduct  to  augment 
the  water  supply  for  the  Metropolitan  area.  As  our  pond 
is  already  at  its  safe  yield  it  seemed  desirable  to  augment 
the  capacity  of  our  pond  by  dredging  the  rocks,  clay  and 
fill  from  the  bottom  of  the  pond  and  generally  increase  the 
size  of  the  pond.  During  early  1957  we  had  been  con¬ 
ferring  with  various  Contractors  as  to  the  best  terms  that 
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we  could  obtain  for  removal  of  these  materials  from  the 
pond.  The  best  figure  we  had  been  able  to  secure  was  to 
give  the  material  removed  for  the  work  done.  In  Septem¬ 
ber  the  Sandra  Construction  Company  made  an  offer  of  2c 
per  cubic  yard,  and  the  contract  was,  therefore  awarded 
to  them. 

A  29  acre  section  that  lies  in  Braintree  just  north  of 
the  Randolph  line  was  let  to  the  DeMatteo  Company  in 
December  upon  their  agreement  to  excavate  to  specifica¬ 
tions  and  pay  the  Water  Department  11c  a  yard  for  fill  re¬ 
moved. 

Bids  were  then  asked  for  the  dredging  to  increase  the 
capacity  of  the  Upper  Pond,  involving  some  130  acres. 
This  contract  was  awarded  to  the  DeMatteo  Company  des¬ 
pite  the  fact  that  they  were  not  the  highest  bidders.  There 
were  many  reasons  why  the  Water  Board  felt  that  the  best 
interests  of  the  Town  were  served  in  making  this  award. 
The  contract  pays  at  the  rate  of  15c  per  cubic  yard,  and 
provides  a  minimum  payment  of  $52,500.00  each  six 
months,  or  a  minimum  of  $315,000.00  for  the  three  year 
period  of  the  contract. 

The  expenditure  for  the  Filtration  Plant  and  Pumps 
and  Equipment  and  the  new  stand  pipe  on  Penn’s  Hill  and 
the  revamping  of  our  distribution  system  due  to  the  con¬ 
siderable  growth  that  the  Town  has  experienced  will  call 
for  the  following  approximate  expenditures: 

Filtration  Plant  and  Pumps  $235,000.00 

Stand  Pipe  and  Connecting  Mains  100,000.00 

Revamping  of  Distribution 

System — 12,  10,  8"  mains  285,000.00

The  October  special  Town  Meeting  appropriated 
money  for  the  Filtration  Plant  and  the  Pumps  in  connection 
therewith  and  this  money  has  been  borrowed.  The  $385,- 
000.00  for  the  Stand  Pipe,  connections  and  distribution 
system  will  come  up  for  consideration  at  the  March  Town 
Meeting  at  which  time  it  will  be  decided  how  much  to 
borrow  of  this  money  and  how  much  will  be  paid  out  of  the 
revenue  which  we  receive  from  the  contracts  in  Great  Pond 
(Upper  and  Lower). 

The  Town  of  Braintree  should  give  early  consideration 
to  an  application  for  entrance  in  the  Metropolitan  System. 
While  the  Metropolitan  cannot  supply  us  with  water  for 
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about  four  years,  until  the  completion  of  their  new  acque- 
duct,  the  Water  Department  needs  of  the  various  towns 
already  members  of  the  Metropolitan  District  Commission, 
and  other  towns  that  will  seek  entrance  into  the  System, 
may  entirely  absorb  the  capacity  of  this  new  acqueduct. 
Therefore,  if  we  are  to  be  considered  we  should  get  our 
application  in  early.  The  Metropolitan  have  changed  their 
policy  of  requiring  full  consumption  of  each  town  that  they 
serve  to  supplying  a  portion  of  the  towns’  requirements.  If 
we  could  receive  one-third  of  our  capacity  from  the  Metro¬ 
politan  District  we  would  still  have  ample  funds  to  main¬ 
tain  our  present  Pumping  Station  and  Filtration  plant,  and 
in  all  probability  save  money  in  the  process.  It  is  evident, 
however,  that  with  the  growth  of  our  Town,  the  population 
is  estimated  to  increase  within  the  next  25  years  approxi¬ 
mately  35%  and  our  water  consumption  is  estimated  to  in¬ 
crease  from  2,190,000  gallons  per  day  to  3,150,000  gallons 
per  day.  We  should,  therefore,  lose  no  time  in  making 
application  for  our  entrance  into  the  Metropolitan  System.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 

To  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners: 

I  have  the  pleasure  of  presenting  to  you  the  Sixty- 
Seventh  Annual  Report  of  the  Water  Supply  System,  show¬ 
ing  the  present  conditions  of  the  Department  and  the  ex¬ 
tensions  and  improvements  made,  together  with  a  state¬ 
ment  in  detail  of  the  cost  of  operating  the  system  during 
the  year. 

This  year  8,267  linear  feet  of  new  main  pipe  and  6 
new  hydrants  have  been  added  to  our  distribution  system. 
We  also  added  128  new  services,  renewed  50  eld  services, 
and  made  repairs  to  30  services. 

The  demand  for  water  has  been  constantly  increasing 
in  the  last  twenty  years.  In  1937  our  daily  pumping  aver¬ 
age  was  1,136,000  and  in  1957  it  was  2,190,000.  This  year 
80,153,100  gallons  passed  through  the  Booster  station  while

in  1956  we  pumped  74,731,000  gallons.  The  total  gallons 
pumped  from  Great  Pond  was  803,489,000. 

Our  Reservoirs  were  taxed  to  capacity  this  year  due  to 
the  drought.  The  upper  reservoir  dropped  to  128.77  which 
is  8  feet  below  high  water  mark,  Great  Pond  dropped  7 
feet  below  the  high  water  mark. 

We  started  to  use  our  Gravel  Packed  Well  at  Lakeside 
Drive  on  July  12th  with  an  auxiliary  pump.  The  average 
daily  pumpage  was  216,000  gallons.  On  September  3rd 
the  auxiliary  pump  was  shut  down.  The  installation  of  the 
new  Aetna  Turbine  Pump  was  completed  by  October  1st 
and  5,991,700  gallons  were  pumped  from  the  well  during 
the  month  of  October. 

Water  conditions  were  more  severe  in  1957  than  in 
1956.  We  were  obliged  to  stop  the  use  of  water  entirely 
on  lawns  and  gardens  from  June  17th  to  July  30th,  from 
then  on  one  hour  a  day  between  the  hours  of  seven  and 
eight  o’clock  in  the  evening. 

Telemeters  have  been  purchased  to  be  installed  at  the 
Well,  East  Braintree  Standpipe,  Booster  Station  and  the 
Braintree  Highlands  Standpipe  and  will  be  operated  from 
Great  Pond  Station. 

We  had  trouble  with  our  Suction  Line  at  Great  Pond 
and  had  to  employ  divers  to  repair  the  screens.  This  work 
has  been  completed. 

The  Capen’s  Bridge  was  damaged  beyond  repair  on 
May  25th,  by  a  freight  train,  and  as  a  result  we  lost  our  6 
inch  pipe  and  the  10  inch  main  was  sagging  almost  to  the 
breaking  point.  The  next  day  the  10  inch  main  was  raised 
12  inches  and  supported  on  a  girder.  A  new  bridge  is  to 
be  built,  and  our  10  inch  main  will  be  placed  on  a  tem¬ 
porary  bridge  until  this  work  is  done. 

On  Liberty  Street,  in  connection  with  the  New  High¬ 
way  that  is  being  built  by  the  State,  the  J.  F.  White  Co., 
were  to  install  a  6"  water  ma  n;  I  have  changed  that  ar¬ 
rangement  so  that  a  10"  main  will  be  layed. 

New  Rules  and  Regulations  for  the  laying  of  water 
mains  and  the  installing  of  water  services  have  been 
adopted.  Copies  of  these  rules  and  regulations  are  avail¬ 
able  at  the  Water  Office. 
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I  would  like  at  this  time  to  express  my  thanks  for  the 
splendid  cooperation  we  have  enjoyed  with  the  Randolph 
and  Holbrook  Water  Departments. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  for 
their  kind  cooperation  and  valuable  assistance.

The  Authority  operates  under  Chapter  200  of  laws  of 
the  Commonwealth  which  affords  Veterans  of  low  income 
the  opportunity  of  adequate  housing  at  costs  within  their 
ability  to  pay. 

Financing  for  this  project  has  been  accomplished 
through  the  issuance  of  short-term  notes  on  which  the 
Authority  must  satisfy  annual  interest  charges  and  princi¬ 
pal  payments. 

The  only  source  of  funds  with  which  to  meet  this  obli¬ 
gation,  other  than  the  State  subsidy,  is  rent  collections  from 
Tenants.  The  occupancy  agreement  which  every  Veteran 
must  sign  before  he  becomes  a  tenant  requires  that  he  shall 
keep  the  Authority  advised  of  any  income  or  family  com¬ 
position  changes  within  each  year  which  factor  has  caused 
the  Authority  members  much  concern,  in  that,  frequently 
it  has  been  found  that  full  disclosure  has  not  been  made 
and  in  many  instances  the  income  of  working  members  of 
the  family,  other  than  the  principal  support,  has  not  been 
included  in  income  statements.  This  problem  results  in 
inequities  as  between  neighbors  and  in  fact  is  a  direct 
violation  of  the  continued  occupancy  agreement  which  can 
result  in  drastic  measures  against  tenants  when  these  viola¬ 
tions  come  to  the  attention  of  the  Authority.  As  a  ^general 
condition  it  is  the  opinion  of  Authority  members  that  most 
Veteran  occupants  conform  to  their  occupancy  agreements, 
however  the  few  which  ignore  their  obligation  in  this  con¬ 
nection  results  in  some  critical  statements  which  have  come 
to  the  attention  of  Authority  members. 

The  rents  as  charged  Veterans  for  their  occupancy  of 
the  90  residence  are  based,  on  their  gross  income  and  can¬ 
not  be  considered  burdensome. 

The  following  indicate  maximum  income  allowances 
for  entrance  and  continued  occupancy.

A  full  time  Maintenance  man  sees  that  all  dwellings 
are  in  proper  repair  and  takes  care  of  all  emergency  calls. 
During  the  summer  of  1957  each  of  the  90  dwellings  were 
sanded,  spot  primed  and  painted  and  as  the  tenants  have 
continued  to  take  care  of  all  landscaping,  we  are  pleased 
of  the  interest  shown  by  all  concerned. 

The  soil  conditions  of  Braintree  are  well  known  to 
everyone  and  this  project  had  its  problems  due  to  drain¬ 
age  ;  however,  whenever  a  situation  arose  the  Authority 
saw  to  it  that  it  was  promptly  remedied. 

At  a  Special  Town  Meeting  in  September,  the  town 
voted  to  accept  easement  deeds  permitting  the  town  to 
maintain  and  service  the  filter  bed  and  chlorinator  in  the 
Highland  section.  This  was  necessary  in  our  plans  for 
liquidation.  All  houses  served  by  this  filter  bed  have  street 
sewer  facilities  installed  and  when  Town  sewer  connection 
is  available  in  this  area,  the  filter  bed  will  become  obsolete. 

While  permissive  legislation  for  the  sale  of  these 
dwellings  to  Veterans  was  passed  in  August  1956  it  was 
not  until  late  summer  of  1957  that  tenants  could  be  advised 
as  regards  to  the  selling  price  of  each  unit.  This  was  due 
to  the  tremendous  amount  of  detail  in  surveys,  appraisals 
and  determination  of  prices.  The  prices  are  approximately 
§9,500.00  for  a  four  room  dwelling  and  approximately 
§11,700.00  for  a  five  room  dwelling.  It  will  be  noted  that 
these  prices  affords  Braintree  Veterans  an  opportunity  to 
secure  a  home  of  his  own  at  a  very  reasonable  price.  The 
tenant  occupant  has  the  first  option  to  purchase.  As  houses 
become  vacant  non-tenant  Veterans  of  Braintree  then  have 
the  right  to  purchase.  The  sequence  of  sale  to  individuals 
beyond  non-tenant  Veterans  of  Braintree  will  be  designated 
by  the  State  Housing  Board. 

We  appreciate  the  cooperation  of  the  various  depart¬ 
ments  of  the  Town  whenever  called  upon.

To  the  Municipal  Light  Board 
Gentlemen : 

Submitted  herewith  is  the  annual  report  of  the  Brain¬ 
tree  Light  Department  for  the  year  ended,  1957. 

A  new  high  has  been  reached  for  kilowatthour  output, 
peak  load  and  number  of  customers. 

The  total  gross  output  was  69,573,000  kwh  compared 
with  66,909,000  kwh  for  1956,  an  increase  of  2,664,000 
wkh  or  3.98  per  cent. 

The  peak  load  reached  16,000  kw  compared  with 
15,400  kw  for  1956.  This  peak  was  not  up  to  expectations 
because  of  decreased  industrial  requirements  and  warm 
weather  during  the  month  of  December. 

Total  number  of  residential  customers  as  of  December 
31  was  8204  and  the  average  useage  per  customer  was 
3462  kwh  per  year,  an  increase  of  160  kwh  per  customer 
over  1956. 

Production  costs  were  considerably  higher  during  1957 
because  of  high  fuel  costs.  An  indication  of  the  extent  of 
this  price  rise  is  the  following  comparison  of  fuel  costs:

The  major  cost  items  for  proper  maintenance  of  the 
steam  department  were: 

1.  Replacing  diaphrams  in  No.  1  turbine  during  a 
complete  overhaul  of  this  unit. 
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2.  Renewal  of  rear  furnace  wall,  lower  front  wall  and 
furnace  mat  on  No-.  5  Boiler. 

3.  Re-tubing  No.  4  Boiler  Superheater  and  repairs  to 
exhaust  fan  duct  work. 

4.  Repairs  to  rotor  on  No.  3  Boiler  feed  pump. 

5.  Repairs  to  No.  2  circulating  water  pump  motor 
shaft  and  bearings. 

6.  Inspection  of  bearings,  governor  and  lube  oil  sys¬ 
tems  on  No.  2  and  No.  3  units. 

Total  cost  for  these  major  items  amounted  to  approxi¬ 
mately  $30,000.00. 

New  housing  developments  during  the  year  have  been 
relatively  slow  and  new  services  have  ben  added  at  various 
location  rather  than  single  large  developments  as  in  the 
past  two  years.  Some  small  areas  are  under  development 
and  construction  will  continue  during  the  coming  year  but 
no  major  housing  development  is  anticipated  during  1958. 

The  Southeast  Expressway  and  Route  128  extension 
through  the  Town  has  been  the  subject  of  much  preliminary 
study  and  planning.  Since  these  two  highway  extensions 
interrupt  our  lines  at  Granite  St.,  Capen’s  Bridge,  Elm  St., 
Railroad  St.,  River  St.,  Union  St.,  Pearl  St.,  and  Liberty  St., 
considerable  re-vamping  of  our  existing  facilities  will  be 
necessary.  This  has  been  worked  cut  in  great  detail  with 
the  State  engineers  and  much  work  has  already  been 
accomplished  at  Capen’s  Bridge,  Liberty  and  Pearl  St. 
areas. 

[  Many  houses  have  been  moved  because  of  highway 

construction  and  much  time  has  been  spent  planning  these 
moves  and  in  following  the  houses  with  line  crews. 

Street  lighting  has  been  expanded  greatly  during  the 
year  by  complying  with  requests  to  install  mercury  type 
lighting  on  Washington  St.  from  Route  128  to  the  Holbrook 
line,  additional  lights  on  Hancock  St.  from  South  Braintree 
Square  to  Route  128  and  revamping  of  the  existing  lighting 
in  Weymouth  Landing.  Mercury  lighting  was  also  re¬ 
quested  on  Church  St.  because  of  the  heavy  traffic  now 
experienced  by  the  closing  of  Canen’s  Bridge.  Many  addi¬ 
tional  street  lights,  incandescent  and  mercury,  have  been 
added  at  various  other  locations  at  the  Selectmen’s  request. 
This  street  lighting  work  has  required  an  expenditure  of 
$34,598.81.  Increasing  loads  at  Plain  St.  and  Cleveland 
Ave.  sub-stations  has  required  that  substantial  backup

capacity  be  supplied  to  prevent  permanent  outage  of  any 
area  of  Town  for  long  periods  of  time.  Equipment  has 
been  purchased  and  is  now  on  hand  to  add  an  additional 
2500  KVA  transformer  and  necessary  switching  equipment 
at  each  station.  This  raises  the  full  load  capacity  of  each 
unit  to  5000  KVA. 

A  request  has  been  received  from  the  Walworth  Com¬ 
pany  for  service  at  their  new  plant  in  South  Braintree. 
Power  requirements  will  be  approximately  4,000  kilowatts. 
This  power  requirement  will  necessitate  an  additional 
13,800  V  feeder  from  Allen  St.  Station  to  Plain  St.  Station 
and  from  Plain  St.  to  Walworth’s  with  necessary  switchgear 
and  metering  equipment. 

Requests  for  power  lines  have  also  been  received  from 
the  Shopping  Center  and  several  discussions  on  their  power 
requirements  and  the  many  problems  involved  in  serving 
such  an  installation  have  been  held.  This  project  is  still 
in  the  planning  stage  and  rapid  developments  are  expected 
during  the  coming  year.  Anticipated  power  requirements 
indicate  a  starting  value  of  3500  KVA  with  an  ultimate 
peak  load  of  5500  KVA. 

The  rapidly  increasing  tempo  of  business  in  the  Town 
forces  the  early  and  speedy  development  of  our  new  gen¬ 
erating  plant.  This  plant  has  been  appropriately  named 
by  you  “The  Norton  P.  Potter  Station”  thus  honoring  one 
of  our  outstanding  citizens  and  Commissioners,  Mr.  Norton 
P.  Potter. 

Land  areas  have  been  acquired  and  exploratory  bor¬ 
ings  are  now  in  progress  at  this  site.  Information  received 
from  these  borings  will  serve  to  step  up  our  planning  and 
engineering  so  that  we  will  have  the  new  station  in  opera¬ 
tion  sometime  during  November,  1959. 

Contracts  for  the  turbine-generator  and  boiler  units 
have  been  agreed  on  and  specifications  for  other  apparatus 
are  now  being  prepared. 

Bond  issue  of  $5,000,000.00  approved  at  the  Special 
Town  Meeting  held  in  1957.  is  now  readv  and  will  be 
recommended  to  be  placed  on  the  market  at  the  most  effec¬ 
tive  time  to  efficiently  meet  our  financial  obligations  on 
plant  and  line  expansions  outlined  above. 

During  1957  our  main  office  received  considerable  at¬ 
tention.  Planning  for  a  more  efficient  and  effective. work 
flow  has  been  worked  out  and  installed.  This  necessitated 
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a  complete  renovation  of  heating,  lighting  with  air  con¬ 
ditioning  facilities.  Billing  procedures  have  also  been 
subjected  to  much  attention.  A  new  customer  account 
numbering  system  has  been  placed  in  service  with  meter 
reader’s  books  replacing  the  previous  card  system.  Dis¬ 
count  procedure  has  been  changed  to  a  more  accurate  and 
effective  system  and  collections  of  delinquent  accounts 
made  more  effective.  Much  still  remains  to  be  accom¬ 
plished  in  office  procedures  but  further  changes  will  be 
more  gradual.

In  accordance  with  the  By-Laws  of  the  Town,  we  are 
pleased  to  submit  our  annual  report  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1957. 

Real  Esate  still  bears  the  burden  of  local  taxation.  It 
is  the  responsibility  of  the  Assessors  to  assess  all  property 
and  polls  for  tax  purposes  to  raise  the  funds  needed  for  the 
operation  of  the  Town  services.  Chapter  59  of  the  General 
Laws  states  that  Real  Estate  shall  be  assessed  at  its  “full 
and  fair  cash  value;  also  personal  property;  distribution 
system  of  Public  Utilities;  prepare  warrants  for  motor 
vehicle  and  trailer  excise  ;  warrants  for  sewer,  street  better¬ 
ments  etc. 

The  tax  rate  is  fixed  on  the  basis  of  raising  funds  ap¬ 
propriated  to  cover  the  Town  budgets  and  certain  County 
and  State  Assessments. 

The  constant  growth  of  the  Town  and  demand  for 
services  presents  a  most  difficult  task  for  this  Department 
to  keep  up  with  the  ever  increasing  workload.  Your  board 
desires  at  all  times  to!  service  our  citizens  in  a  fair  and  im¬ 
partial  manner.  Our  office  staff  still  striving  to  keep  up 
with  the  constant  increase  of  work  with  the  same  equip¬ 
ment  and  personnel  are  reaching  the  point  where  some 
definite  changes  will  have  to  be  made  to  augment  their 
efforts. 

Residential  building  is  still  active  and  with  the  new 
highway  program  now  under  construction,  our  industrial 
and  mercantile  development  will  be  a  great  factor  in  help¬ 
ing  to  make  a  more  favorable  situation  for  the  home  owner. 
It  is  the  responsibility  of  all  to  co-operate  in  every  way  to 
encourage  this  new  facet  of  development  in  our  Town.

The  Braintree  Airport  Commission  reports  the  com¬ 
pletion  of  eleven  years  of  active  serv'ce  and  ten  years  of 
operation  of  the  Braintree  Airport. 

The  Airport  is  located  near  Great  Pond,  off  Route 
128,  on  Town-owned  property  of  the  Braintree  Water  De¬ 
partment.  The  runway  is  2500  feet  in  length  and  is  85 
feet  wide.  The  major  part  of  the  runway  was  constructed 
through  the  efforts  of  members  of  the  Braintree  Airport 
Association,  whose  membership  is  open  to  Braintree  resi¬ 
dents  interested  in  flying. 

The  flying  area  is  registered  as  a  Private  Landing 
Field  and  is  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Massachusetts 
Aeronautic  Commission  at  latitude  40°-12'-20"  and  longi¬ 
tude  72°-02'-25". 

The  Airport  Commission  reports  that  the  field  has 
operated  for  ten  consecutive  years  without  a  casualty  or 
serious  mishap. 

All  persons  using  the  Braintree  Airport  are  required 
to  communicate  with  the  Airport  Commission  and  register 
their  planes  before  using  the  facilities  of  the  Town  Air¬ 
port.
